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Senate Breakdown 


(On Achtenberg Vote)

As gays and lesbian across 
the country applauded the 
Senate’s confirmation of 
Roberta Achtenberg to the 
Clinton administration’s top 
fair housing post, many had 
mixed emotions about how 
their own senator voted. 

In some cases, gay Repub¬ 
licans had more reason for 
celebration than did 
Democrats. The nomination 
of Achtenberg, a lesbian 
member of the Board of Su¬ 


pervisors, caused the biggest 
rift among Republican Sena¬ 
tors to occur since Clinton 
took office in January. 

On the GOP side, 13 sena¬ 
tors voted in favor of Achten¬ 
berg, 26 voted against, and 
four did not vote. Local gay 
Republicans said the vote 
demonstrated that the GOP is 
becoming less homophobic. 

“We’re moving in the right 
direction but we have a long 
way to go,” said Gary Bastion, 
a local member of the Log 
Cabin Club, a gay Republican 


group, in a Bay Area Reporter 
interview. “Moderate Repub¬ 
licans want desperately for this 
issue to go away.” 

Other notable GOP votes, 
or the lack thereof, came 
from Vermont, Missouri, 
Kansas, Oregon, and Utah. 

Senator James Jeffords of 
Vermont, one of only two Re¬ 
publicans to vote against the 
Clarence Thomas Supreme 
Court nomination, didn’t 
show up. Neither did John 
Danforth of Missouri, who is 
considered a leading voice for 
tolerance among the party. 
But Missouri’s more conserva¬ 
tive Republican Senator, Kit 
Bond, voted for the nomina¬ 
tion. 

Both GOP Senators from 
Oregon voted for Achtenberg, 
despite having been harassed 
for months about gay issues 
by the homophobic Oregon 
Citizens’ Alliance. The fresh¬ 
man Senator from the na¬ 
tion’s most conservative state, 
Charles Bennett of Utah, also 
voted for her. 


Lighting the way

Shanti 'On Probation' Agencies Search for Solutions to 
Says City AIDS Office High Rate of HIV Among Youth

DissolvingShanti Project’s 
housing program and reinte¬ 
grating it into new agencies 
will take between four and 
six months, announced AIDS 
Office Director Mitch Katz at 
an HIV Planning Council 
Meeting on Monday, May 24. 

In addition, Shanti was for¬ 
mally put on probation at the 
meeting. The agency’s proba¬ 
tionary status will continue 
until at least until October, 
when new financial audits of 
the organization are complet¬ 
ed. The organization is disal¬ 
lowed from applying for new 
government grants during the 
disciplinary period. 

Shanti Project has been 
mired with scandal since 
March, when city auditors de¬ 
termined the agency had mis¬ 
managed at least $2.7 million 


worth of government con¬ 
tracts. The agency must re¬ 
turn at least $311,000 to the 
city. That amount owed could 
grow larger, because an audit 
of the current fiscal year is 
not yet completed. Shanti’s 
former director, assistant di¬ 
rector, and board of directors 
president have resigned in re¬ 
cent weeks because of the 
brouhaha. 

Last week, the Bay Area 
Reporter first reported that 
the agency is being stripped 
of its government-sponsored 
housing contracts, worth 
more than $1.9 million annu¬ 
ally. 

“Actions do have conse¬ 
quences and there was a seri¬ 
ous mismanagement of 
funds,” Katz said.

HIV is spreading at a sur¬ 
prisingly high rate among 
young gay men in San Fran¬ 
cisco, according to a new 
Health Department study. 
But several programs are 
emerging to combat AIDS in 
an age group that was sup¬ 
posed to have been spared 
the devastation of an earlier 
generation. 

The new report shows 12 
percent of men ages 17 to 22 
are HIV-positive. Previous 
city AIDS Office statistics 
show 4 percent of men in that 
age group are contracting 
HIV each year. 

Among San Francisco gay 
men over age 25, 45 percent 
are HIV-positive and 1 per¬ 
cent contract HIV annually. 

The new study shows 
African-American youth are 
hardest hit, with 21.2 percent 
infected. Latinos are infected 
at a rate of 9.5 percent, whites 
at 8.1 percent, Native Ameri¬ 
cans at 8.3 percent and 
Asian/Pacific Islanders at 4.2 
percent. 

About 33 percent of all 
young men said they had un¬ 
protected anal sex in the last 
six months. 

“There’s a significant num¬ 


ber of young men who have 
sex with men who continue 
to practice higher risk behav¬ 
ior and who are becoming in¬ 
fected at a fast rate,” said 
Danny Givertz, who directed 
the Health Department study. 

That wasn’t supposed to 
happen. By 1987, HIV infec¬ 
tion rates among San Francis¬ 
co gay men had dropped dra¬ 
matically after widespread 
AIDS prevention education. 

“We thought we’d done 
our work,” Givertz said. 
“There was a belief that the 
epidemic had been stopped. 
Once people had the informa¬ 
tion, we hoped that there 
would be no new infections. 
In the late ’80s, we started to 
get indications that there was 
some infection in younger 
men.” 

'Don't know how to talk 
about sex' 

Givertz and AIDS service 
providers agree that young 
men know how to prevent 
HIV transmission, but they’re 
not adopting safe sex prac¬ 
tices. 

“It’s very complicated — the 
things that all play into each 
other,” Givertz said. “Imagine 
that you’re dealing with a 
teenager or young adult, add 


on top of that coming into 
their sexuality, wanting to ex¬ 
plore so badly their sexuality. 
They get caught up in the 
passion and the heat — they 
want to just fuck and they 
don’t want to worry about 
this big adult epidemic and 
death and dying.” 

Phil Clark of the Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center agreed. 

“As a culture, we don’t 
know how to talk about sex,” 
Clark said. “It’s easier to do 
something rather than talk 
about it. Learning to become 
sexual is difficult. 

“Young men know about 
HIV, they know how it’s 
transmitted, but there’s a dif¬ 
ference between cognitive un¬ 
derstanding and how self- 
steem and empowerment af¬ 
fect people. People have a 
parrot response to how HIV 
is transmitted but they are 
not transferring that into their 
risk behavior.” 

Youth-specific services 

To convince young men to 
practice safe sex, prevention 
campaigns must be main¬ 
tained, said AIDS service 
providers who specialize in 
youth programs. And services 
designed for adults must be

NewKS Trial Announced

University of California re¬ 
searchers are planning a clin¬ 
ical trial of platelet factor 4, a 
naturally-ocurring blood pro¬ 
tein recently tested for safety 
in 12 male patients with Ka¬ 
posi’s sarcoma. 

KS is currently most com¬ 
monly treated with chemo¬ 
therapy or radiation, both of 
which have toxic effects on 
healthy cells. It is hoped that 
the new platelet factor, called 
rPF4, can lessen the depen¬ 
dence on toxic remedies for 
KS. 

In the SFGH study, re¬ 
searchers selected two KS le¬ 
sions from each of the twelve 
patients and injected a liquid 
form of rPF4 into one lesion, 
and saline into the second. 

Patients were given the in¬ 


jections daily for one week 
and then three times a week 
for another three weeks at dif¬ 
ferent dosage levels. 

In six of the patients, there 
were some obvious changes 
in lesion size and color and 
the drug seemed to be most 
effective at the 2.5 milligram 
highest dose, according to 
James Kahn, M.D., assistant 
clinical professior of medi¬ 
cine. 

Kahn released the result of 
the study at the American So¬ 
ciety of Clinical Oncology last 
week. 

“At this point, it appears 
the drug is safe,” said Kahn, 
in a press statement “There 
seems to be some anti-KS ac¬ 
tivity at the highest dose 
which suggests that we evalu¬ 
ate the drug in different 
ways.” 


None of the patients expe¬ 
rienced any side effects other 
than redness at the injection 
site. 

The drug is believed to 
work by preventing the for¬ 
mation of blood vessels under 
the tumor that carry oxygen 
and nutrients to the lesions, 
but Kahn said that re¬ 
searchers don’t really know if 
the proliferation of blood ves¬ 
sels is the cause of KS. 

The platelet factor is man¬ 
ufactured by Repligen Corpo¬ 
ration of Cambridge, Mas¬ 
sachusetts.

...And One on Acupuncture, Too

A new study by the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases will ex¬ 
plore the effectiveness of 
acupuncture, alone and in 
combination with an anti¬ 
depressant, for the relief of 
hand, feet, and lower limb pain 
and muscle weakness related 
to HIV. 

The syndrome, known as 
peripheral neuropathy, affects 
an estimated 35 to 50 percent 
of people with HIV, according 
to the National Institutes of 
Health. 

The study drug, amitripty¬ 
line, is commonly used to 
lessen nerve pain in peripher¬ 
al neuropathy associated with 
diabetes and inherited forms 
of the syndrome. 


Although previous studies 
of acupuncture have been un¬ 
dertaken, the data have been 
inconclusive. However, what 
limited evidence exists indi¬ 
cates that more than half of 
patients appear to have some 
benefit from acupuncture and 
that the treatment may aug¬ 
ment other forms of therapy 
for pain relief. 

The study plans to enroll 
200 people with HIV infec¬ 
tion, age 13 or older. Partici¬ 
pants must have peripheral 
neuropathy in their lower 
limbs. Patients may be taking 
anti-retroviral treatment, but 
must not be receiving treat¬ 
ment for opportunistic infec¬ 
tions or malignancies other 
than non-system ic KS. 

Participants in the study 
will be randomly assigned to 


receive 35 milligrams of 
amitriptyline or placebo a 
day. The dose will be in¬ 
creased over a week until 75 
milligrams a day is reached. 
All participants will receive 
acupuncture twice a week for 
six weeks, then once a week 
for two months. 

Patients are also required 
to keep a pain diary for seven 
days before they enter the 
study, during the fourteen 
weeks of treatment and 
through four weeks of post 
treatment follow-up.

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More City Health Cuts

Health Department offi¬ 
cials and members of the 
Board of Supervisors are reel¬ 
ing over $32 million in new 
cuts ordered in the Health 
Department’s $648 budget, in¬ 
cluding the closure of all dis¬ 
trict Health Centers and the 
elimination of all non-state- 
and federally-mandated men¬ 
tal health and substance 
abuse services. 

The cuts come on the 
heels of $56 million in budget 
reductions already made by 
the Health Department. 

“We don’t see how we can 
come up with an additional 
$32 million,” Health Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Wendy Iwa- 
ta told the Bay Area Repor¬ 
ter. “Even if we do close all 
the district health centers, we 
won’t arrive at that figure.” 

Iwata said the closure of 
the primary care centers in¬ 
cluding District Health Cen¬ 
ter One in the Castro and 
Tom Waddell Clinic in the 
Tenderloin area are “very low 
on the Health Department’s 
priority list” of cuts but ac¬ 
knowledged that the proposal 
is “on the table.” 

The Health Department 
was given 24 hours by the 
Mayors office on May 24 to 
come up with the cuts. 

The eight district health 
centers offer complete prima¬ 
ry care services to San Fran¬ 
cisco residents. 

“Everything that you’d re¬ 
ceive at a doctor’s office for 
illness,” Iwata said. 

Iwata told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the cuts threat¬ 
en the ability of the Health 
Department to provide state 
mandated “managed care ser¬ 
vices” because the health cen¬ 
ters are “part of the corner¬ 
stone” of the Department’s 
managed care program. 

In exchange for state Med- 
iCal funds, the Health depart¬ 
ment is essentially required to 
serve as the health mainte¬ 
nance organization for Medi- 
Cal recipients and indigent 
poor residents who need med¬ 
ical treatment but are not 
MediCal eligible or who do 
not have medical insurance. 

District Health Center One 
in the Castro is heavily uti¬ 
lized by people with AIDS 
who rely on the clinic for pri¬ 
mary care services. 

“These cuts are extremely 
out of line and extremely dan¬ 
gerous. There is no question 
AIDS services will be affect¬ 
ed by cutting outpatient visits 
in the health centers. The cuts 
will seriously exacerbate the 
problems of people receiving 
mental health services and 
will put people on the 
streets,” said Supervisor Car¬ 
ole Migden. “They have to be

prevented. We are doing ev¬ 
erything possible to identify 
revenue sources to prevent 
them.” 

A proposal by Migden to 
create a fire suppression as¬ 
sessment district tax that 
would have added $70 million 
to city coffers, according to 
aide Dana Van Gorder was 
nixed by the Board of Super¬ 
visor this month. 

“They clearly don’t know 
what they’re doing in the 
Mayor’s office. It’s one week 
before the budget is due and 
there’s been no cooperation 
and no dialogue. That’s just 
not acceptable,” said Supervi¬ 
sor Kevin Shelley. 

Earlier this month, Jordan 
ordered $56 million in budget 
cuts that led to proposals by 
the Health Department to re¬ 
duce beds at Laguna Hospital; 
to cut 82,000 outpatient visits 
and San Francisco General 
Hospital outpatient services; 
and to severely cut mental 
health and substance abuse 
services. T 


Willie Brown To Speak 
At June Baymec Dinner

The Bay Area Municipal 
Elections Committee, the 
peninsula’s lesbian and gay 
political action and advocacy 
group, will host its annual 
dinner on June 5th in the Im¬ 
perial Ballroom of San Jose’s 
Fairmont Hotel. 

The keynote speaker for 
the annual event, its sixth, 
will be Speaker of the Califor¬ 
nia State Assembly Willie 
Brown. 

Brown, who represents 
San Francisco’s 13th Assem¬ 
bly district, has presided over 
the state Assembly longer 
than any other Speaker. 

In 1975, six years after 
Brown wrote and introduced 
legislation to decriminalize 
sex between consenting 
adults, the measure passed 
and gay sex acts between 
adults were no longer a state 
crime. 


Brown also co-authored 
Assembly Bill 1, the failed 
precursor of AB101, which 
would have banned discrimin¬ 
ation on the basis of sexual 
orientation in employment. 
AB101 was vetoed by Governor 
Wilson, but the protections 
Brown introduced in the 1992 
Omnibus Civil Rights Act 
were included in AB2601, 
which was signed into law last 
year. 

Brown was first elected to 
the state Assembly in 1964, 
affd has been re-elected 14 
times. He has served as 
Speaker of the Assembly 
since 1980. 

Comedian Danny Wilson 
will serve as master of cere¬ 
monies for the dinner, and 
music will be provided by 
New Shoes, featuring selec¬ 
tions from Gershwin, Elling¬ 
ton, Motown, Rock and Roll, 
and various Latin artists. 

The event has 124 hon¬ 


orary sponsors, including U.S. 
Senators Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer. More 
than 15 Mayors of Santa 
Clara and San Mateo County 
cities are also sponsors — with 
the notable exceptions of 
Joanne Benjamin of Los Gatos 
and Barbara Conant of Camp¬ 
bell. 

Other sponsors of the 
event include Congressman 
Don Edwards, Congresswom¬ 
an Anna Eschoo, Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu, State 
Treasurer Kathleen Brown, 
and Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi. The latter 
two names are now consid¬ 
ered front-runners for the 
1994 Democratic party nomi¬ 
nations to challenge Governor 
Wilson.

Fundies Target San Jose for 
Anti-Human Rights Campaign

Operation Rescue’s big 
gun, National Director Keith 
Tucci, stepped up his search 
for Christian soldiers in the 
Bay Area last week, visiting 
Baptist churches in Sacra¬ 
mento and San Jose to recruit 
right wing fundamentalists 
into his “holy war” against 
women’s rights to choose 
abortion and doctor’s rights to 
perform them. 

Tucci’s rare Bay Area ap¬ 
pearance at Trinity Baptist 
Church, Sacramento, on 
Thursday night, and Family 
Bible Church, San Jose, on 
Saturday night was to gather 
troops for the intensive cam¬ 
paign against abortion clinics 
this summer. San Jose and six 
other U.S. cities have been 
proclaimed “Cities of 
Refuge,” and all communities 
located within one hour’s 
drive have been targeted for 
recruitment. 

“We are inviting everyone 
in the western section of the 
country to come to San Jose 
this summer,” Tucci told re¬ 
porters. “We will be exposing 
the death industry.” A flyer 
circulated at the meeting list¬ 
ed the “Cities of Refuge” as 
Philadelphia; Central Florida; 
Jackson, Mississippi; Cleve¬ 
land; San Jose; Minneapolis, 
and Dallas-Ft. Worth, and ad¬ 
monished readers to “renew 
our commitment to end this 
shedding of innocent blood, 
remembering that our na¬ 
tion’s survival is bound up in 
the blood of the innocent. 

“God has committed Him¬ 
self to avenge innocent blood. 
If we don’t repent of our self¬ 
ishness and apathy, if we 
don’t end this holocaust and 
give God reason to show mer¬ 
cy in the midst of judgement 
[sic], America will perish. The 
righteous judgment of God 
shall descend on us if we do 
not take His Word seriously 
and make a place of safety for 
the innocent unborn of this 
nation and bring an end to 
the destruction of the next 
generation. Join us to pray 
and picket at abortionists’ 
homes, abortion mills and of¬ 
fices.” 

About 1UU activists trom a 
number of organizations in¬ 
cluding ACT-UP, Bay Area 
Coalition for Reproductive 
Rights, and Sacramento 
Coalition for Reproductive 
Rights were on hand to greet 


Tucci’s arrival. “The bigots 
come into our neighborhood 
and preach. Now you know 
what it feels like!” screamed a 
San Francisco “Sister of Mer¬ 
cy” as the demonstrators 
moved onto church property. 
Security personnel and 
church members gathered 
outside along the circular 
drive, creating a buffer zone 
between demonstrators and 
participants in the meeting 
held in the sanctuary inside. 

“We don’t want any con¬ 
frontation. We are stopping 
them here. The line is 
drawn,” said Bill, who identi¬ 
fied himself as head of securi¬ 
ty and refused to give his last 
name. It became a war of 
nerves, as demonstrators 
taunted church members and 
security personnel who 
formed a line to block the en¬ 
trance to the church. 

Demonstrators, blowing 
whistles and chanting “Racist, 
Sexist, Anti-Gay, Born Again 
Bigots, Go Away,” periodical¬ 
ly broke ranks to different ar¬ 
eas of the church property, 
sending nervous security peo¬ 
ple with two-way radios scur¬ 
rying away from their posts 
to see what was happening on 
other parts of the property. 

Inside, vendors’ tables of 
buttons, bumper stickers, 
tapes and books (many of 
which were authored by Ran¬ 
dall Terry), were scrutinized 
as people slowly arrived. Tuc¬ 
ci was joined by Trinity’s pas¬ 
tor Leroy Lebeck, and anoth¬ 
er man, who refused to ac¬ 
knowledge reporters, and 
whom Lebeck identified as 
Chuck Gallagher, Operation 
Rescue member from San 
Jose. 

After listening to inspira¬ 
tional music and testimonials 
against abortion, Tucci, who 
appeared somewhat disgrun¬ 
tled at the small turnout, 
asked the approximately 75 
adults and 25 children. “With 
all the Christians around, how 
come there are so few people 
here? I just encourage you 
that even though the enemy 
looks like a giant and there is 
so few of us, you won’t see 
the end result until you’re in 
God’s presence.” 

He announced that three 
graduates of Impact Training, 
which he said the media re¬ 
ferred to as “Pro-Life Boot- 
camp, and that’s what it was,” 
were in San Jose now work¬ 


ing on the “City of Refuge” 
project. When asked by re¬ 
porters what he expected to 
happen there, he said, “Typi¬ 
cal OR actions, from blocking 
doors to save lives to letting 
the community know who the 
abortionists are. We will use 
the Constitution. Residential 
neighborhoods can be picket¬ 
ed.” 

Referring to doctors who 
perform abortions, he added, 
“If you’re not embarrassed by 
what you do, then you 
shouldn’t care [if you are fol¬ 
lowed down the street by a 
placard-toting religious funda¬ 
mentalist screaming ‘Murder¬ 
er! Murderer!’]. If they are em¬ 
barrassed about it, then they 
should get a real job.” 

In his pitch for funds, Tuc¬ 
ci told the audience, “They 
get all the money. Clinton has 
given the death industry $500 
million dollars. They are even 
using it to export to countries 
like Mexico who don’t even 
want it. They have all this po¬ 
litical clout and all they are 
doing is moaning and crying. 
They [the demonstrators out¬ 
side] are the evidence that 
what we are doing is work¬ 
ing. 

“We are having a greater 
effect now than at any other 
time in the pro-life move¬ 
ment. There are less abortion 
clinics today than there was a 
decade ago; 87 percent of the 
counties in American don’t 
have one physician willing to 
commit an abortion. Only 12 
percent of medical schools of¬ 
fer abortion as part of the cur¬ 
riculum. This week, alone, 
four abortionists have quit 
across the country. We 
plowed and we planted and 
God is watering now. We are 
gaining the momentum to 
win the war. Wouldn’t it be 
great if abortion were legal, 
and you couldn’t get one?” 

Outside, a man who identi¬ 
fied himself as Bill Romberg, 
responded to the B.A.R.’s 
questions about women’s 
rights to their bodies by say¬ 
ing “the preborn child has a 
greater right than the mother. 
If it’s a little boy it’s not part 
of the woman’s body because 
it is a boy. There’s no tissue 
linkage. The woman’s ap¬ 
pendix is a part of her body, 
but a preborn child is an enti¬ 
ty in itself. There’s no differ¬ 
ence between a woman tak¬ 
ing a helpless baby off her tit

Bigots Don't Like the 
Compromise, Either

WASHINGTON - Senator 
Dan Coats (R-Indiana) said 
May 19 he doesn’t accept a 
compromise proposal for ho¬ 
mosexuals in the military, as 
suggested by Representative 
Barney Frank (D-Mas- 
sachusetts). 

Coats, a member of the 
Senate Armed Services Coim- 


mittee, said Frank has, “in 
essence, suggested we ‘don’t 
ask, don’t look, don’t worry, 
be happy’” 

“This isn’t a compromise 
at all, it is lifting the ban en¬ 
tirely” on gays in the military, 
he said. “Soldiers don’t have 
private lives to separate from 
their military duties. This is 
simple ignorance of military 
life.” ▼

During court proceedings 
to determine the sentence for 
admitted killer Terry Helvey, 
a Navy investigator this week 
testified that Helvey said he 
“hated faggots and was dis¬ 
gusted by homosexuality.” 

The investigator, Kevin 
Privette, said Helvey told him 
he did not regret murdering 
gay shipmate Allen Schindler 
and that he would do it again. 
Privette also quoted Helvey 
as saying he had always won¬ 
dered what it would be like 
to kill a man. 

Privette recounted those 
statements from an interroga¬ 
tion of Helvey that took place 
the day after Schindler’s mur¬ 
der last October. 

Originally charged with 
premeditated murder in the 
killing, Helvey on May 3 
pleaded guilty to a lesser 
charge of murder with intent 
to cause great bodily harm. 
Judge David Holcombe on 
May 24 accepted Helvey’s 
plea. A jury comprising eight 
military officers is now hear¬ 
ing testimony to determine 
sentencing. 

That testimony has includ¬ 
ed a videotape of 23 of 
Helvey’s friends from 
Fredricktown, Missouri, 
where he attended high 
school. People on the tape 
said Helvey was abused by 
his stepfather and neglected 
by his mother while growing 
up. They said that Helvey’s 
stepfather once ripped off the 
tip of Helvey’s finger by slam¬ 
ming it in a bathroom door 
and that he pushed Helvey’s 
face into excrement. 

In unsworn testimony, 
Helvey apologized to 
Schindler’s mother, Dorothy 
Hajdys, who also testified. 

“Please understand if I 
could trade places with your 
son I would not hesitate,” 
Helvey told Hajdys. 

Helvey also expressed re¬ 
gret for causing the controver¬ 
sy that has surrounded his 
ship since the murder. Helvey 
and Schindler served aboard 
the USS Belleau Wood. The 
ship’s commanding officers 
have been criticized for fail¬ 
ing to stop anti-gay harass¬ 
ment aboard ship that other 
sailors say led to Schindler’s 
murder. 

In her testimony, Hajdys 
spoke of Schindler’s child¬ 
hood love of animals and his 
plans for a career in zoology. 
Hajdys said she visited her 


son’s grave on Mother’s Day 
and wished she had been the 
beating victim instead of her 
son. 

The jury also heard grue¬ 
some testimony from pathol¬ 
ogist Dr. Edward Kilbane, 
who conducted the autopsy 
on Schindler. Kilbane said 
Schindler’s injuries reminded 
him of the kind suffered by a 
victim of an airplane crash. 

Kilbane said Schindler’s 
liver was like pulp: “If you 
took a tomato and slushed it 
all up without damaging its 
skin, that’s what it would be 
like,” he said. 

Air Force psychiatrist Dr. 
Robert Strayhan testified that 
Helvey’s use of steroids for 
body building and his exces¬ 
sive drinking could have 
made him more aggressive 
and less able to control his vi¬ 
olent outbursts. 

Not testifying in the pro¬ 
ceedings is Charles Vins, an¬ 
other Belleau Wood sailor 
who was present at the beat¬ 
ing and who, with Helvey, 
eluded military patrolmen af¬ 
terward. 

In a pretrial agreement, 
Vins was allowed to plead 
guilty to charges lesser than 
murder in exchange for testi¬ 
fying against Helvey. 

A sailor who said he spent 
time in the brig with Vins 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that Vins told him Helvey 
was looking for a fight the 
night of the murder. 

Russell Caputo was dis¬ 
charged from the Navy May 
19 for being absent from his 
ship, the USS Independence, 
for a week last October. He 
said he was in the brig with 
Vins last December. 

Caputo said Vins recount¬ 
ed a story of Vins and Helvey 
following Schindler to the 
bathroom where Schindler 
was killed and then escaping 
to a nearby neighborhood to 
ditch bloody clothes. 

As the Bay Area Reporter 
goes to press, proceedings to 
determine Helvey’s sentence 
are expected to be completed 
within a day. The maximum 
punishment for murder with 
intent to inflict great bodily 
harm is life in prison. But 
word from Japan is that no 
one believes Helvey will 
spend the rest of his life in 
prison. 

“Justice is not being served 
in the court martial at all,” 
said Queer Nation member

and throwing it into a dump¬ 
ster or taking it out of the 
womb.” 

In response to the OR’s 
planned summer assault on 
clinics, Laura Weide, a mem¬ 
ber of BACORR, told the 
B.A.R., “What we’re doing is 
starting clinic defense train¬ 
ings now and bringing lots of 
people into this movement to 
stop them, because not only 
do we have to defend our 
right to abortion and health 
care with out harassment, we 
also have to defend our 
broader liberties that are un¬ 
der attack by these people. 

“OR is increasingly in¬ 
volved in organizations and 
activities that inflame anti-gay 
and anti-immigrant senti¬ 
ments. Randall Terry started 
the organization using vio¬ 
lence and terrorism against 
queer people. We have seen 
their relationship with Ku 
Klux Klan in Florida; Rescue 
America was the group of 
which Michael Griffin who 
shot David Gunn was a mem¬ 
ber; the leader of Rescue 
America in Pensacola, Flori¬ 
da, was Griffin’s minister, 
John Burt. He is an ‘ex- klans- 
man’ who was arrested in the 
80’s for recruiting two Klan 
members into a plot to bomb 
a clinic.” 

Weide added, “This is not 
a matter of them having a 
right to assembly and free 
speech. It’s a matter of hate 
and terrorism. They are con¬ 
spiring at these meetings to 
make concrete plans to as-

sault women, and to terrorize 
doctors and clinic staff. They 
inspire their followers to take 
such violent actions as fire 
bombing clinics, and they set 
the climate where killing a 
doctor is the logical outcome 
of the analysis they put out 
for their followers.

Bigotry for Kids 

Now, we hope, we have seen everything. 

Last week, students at a Washington state high school 
were given the opportunity to vote on a measure that com¬ 
bined the worst of Colorado’s notorious anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2 and the Pentagon’s embargo against lesbian and gay 
service personnel. 

The proposal was defeated by the students, but our relief 
over that is eclipsed by our concern about its existence in 
the first place. Those of us who remember what it was like 
to be out of the closet in high school — and those who knew 
they were gay but feared the cost of coming out — already 
know that there is a prohibition against lesbians and gays. 
It is usually enforced with fists and feet, after class, when 
the adults aren’t around. 

For the little Nazis at Bradenton High School to feel that 
they needed to codify the already-existing prejudice is scary 
for a number of reasons, but mostly because it signals the 
completion of a vicious circle. Now the parents have taught 
the kids to hate, which does not bode well for the kids of 
those kids, and their kids. 

Especially for those kids who will be — inevitably — gay. 

We already see the kids of fanatics at abortion clinic 
blockade lines, aping their parents’ rhetoric and hostility, 
and we wonder how long before they are well and truly 
steeped in hatred enough to begin carrying on the violence. 
Now, unfortunately, we see that has begun. 

There are no winners when a nation teaches its kids to 
hate; there are only losers, including the parents who do the 
teaching. Some day they will be infirm, draining family fi¬ 
nancial resources, draining emotional resources, and creat¬ 
ing discord. They will not intend to be burdens; they will 
say it is not anything they can control, and they may be 
right; they will ask for sympathy and tolerance; but in the 
end they will probably end up victims of the hatred and in¬ 
tolerance they have planted in their children’s breasts. 

We in the lesbian and gay community will probably not 
be able to maintain our anger at the way the fundies have 
painstakingly made our lives painful. When the wave of el¬ 
der abuse grows in those pockets of intolerance, we will 
probably rally to stop it. We have, historically, fought to end 
the oppression of and violence against many other groups 
(ethnic groups, women’s groups, disabled groups, etc.) and 
we’ll probably do the same for the bigots when their kids 
start whaling away on them, as they want to do on us. 

But they should consider what they’re doing, and not just 
to us. ▼

I Remember... 


by Thurston Smith 

[At an April 21 Harvard rally ; several hun¬ 
dred demonstrators assembled to protest the 
planned appearance of Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Colin Powell at the 1993 commencement exer¬ 
cises. One of the speakers, Professor Thurston 
Smith, provided the perspective of a former 
soldier who was hounded out of the military. 
Following is a transcript of his speech:] 

I am sure most of you know that every day 
women and men are discharged from the 
armed forces because of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. I am one of them: I was discharged for the 
Army Intelligence Corps in 1962. 

I will not tell you all the details of my story; 
however, I would like to share with you a few 
memories which are very real to me these 31 
years later. 

I remember being interrogated several 
hours every day for weeks on end in a small 
room with bright lights. It seemed a surreal 
dream at the time, impossible to believe that it 
was happening. 

I remember being asked literally hundreds 
of times if I were a homosexual, or if I had 
ever had homosexual experiences. My answer 
was always the same: I choose not to discuss 
the details of my personal life with anyone. 

I remember agonizing over letters home, 
trying to invent things to tell my family and 
friends. At that point in my life I could not con¬ 
ceive of telling another living soul what was 
happening to me. 

I remember absolutely aching with loneli¬ 
ness and fear. 

I remember being taken to a staff psychia¬ 
trist who examined me and told me he hated 
having to be involved in this inhumanity. He 
wrote a report stating that he found me quite 
well-balanced considering what I was going 
through. His was the only kind voice I heard in 
those months. 


I remember the day I stopped caring what 
happened to me. 

I remember at the end being offered a deal. 
My freedom and a medical discharge for a 
written “confession” that I was homosexual, in¬ 
cluding all the details of my sexual history. I 
remember writing out what I thought they 
wanted to read on a yellow legal pad. 

I remember writing home, telling my family 
that I was being let out of the Army early to 
return to graduate school. I then remember the 
only letter I ever got from my father telling me 
perhaps it would be best if I did not return to 
Louisiana, but went somewhere else to start a 
new life. 

I remember all of these things as though 
they were yesterday, and I will remember the 
sense of shame I carried with me during that 
time for the rest of my life. I should add that 
I endured all of this because of how I defined 
myself. I did not engage in one homosexual act 
while I was in the Army. 

As I think about these events which hap¬ 
pened before many of you were born, one 
shocking thought will not leave my mind. Not 
a damn thing has changed. Today gay and les¬ 
bian Americans are being excluded from the 
armed services. Today gay and lesbian Amer¬ 
icans are being systematically harassed, humil¬ 
iated, and punished by the cruel policies of the 
military establishment. 

Colin Powell has chosen to take the lead in 
defense of these policies. That is, I suppose, his 
right. Harvard, however, is not obliged to pro¬ 
vide him a distinguished world-wide platform 
from which to spread this message of exclu¬ 
sion. Perhaps I expect too much from Harvard. 
I owe much to this university, and often I feel 
great loyalty to it. But at the moment I only 
feel bitter disappointment. These issues, for 
me, are not academic. I know too well the suf¬ 
fering that continues as we stand here this af 
ternoon. These are issues of fundamental hu-

Your public display of disrespect of our pre¬ 
sent Commander-In-Chief is short of being treasonous, 
certainly is conduct unbecominq of a commissioned 
officer with flag rank. You were correct in that I am 
an angry American. Angry at you and the people in¬ 
volved with your movement. You are a disgrace to lend 
your name and rank to this organization. I am asham¬ 
ed to have served in the same institution from which 
you served. 

How many times was your buttocks grabbed in the 
shower stalls, anyway? And of course you must have 
been raped several times to nurture and cultivate this 
abhorrence of homosexuals. Am I gettingwarmer to 
your personal problem?

Never before have I written to any of my represen¬ 
tatives in either the House of Representatives or the 
U.S. Senate, but the remarks made in the past few days 
by Sen. Jesse Helms of North Carolina regarding the 
nomination of San Francisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg to the post of deputy director for civil 
rights in the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development have made it impossible for me to re¬ 
main silent.

Letter from Vacaville 

Hello from the California Medical Facility at 
Vacaville (CMF)! Let me start by saying that as of this 
Friday, May 14th, the above address will be void, as 
I am getting out of here, on parole. As you can imagine, 
I’m very happy about that. 

Before I left, I wanted to write, to thank you for 
reporting on what’s been going on here at CMF. I 
could tell the prison administration was rattled - sur¬ 
prised that anyone was still watching, much less in¬ 
terested. As I filed appeal after appeal, trying to get 
my release date back to May (it had been extended to 
June 24th and beyond, without explanation or 
justification) I’m sure the fact that people were wat¬ 
ching helped me, finally, to get the honest and objec¬ 
tive review I was asking for. So again, thank you, and 
the B.A.R. 

Conditions here have improved and, though there’s 
still quite a way to go, many of the new medical staff 
are both competent and compassionate, which makes 
all the difference in the world. Unfortunately, there 
is still a high-security, custody-oriented administration 
in power here, including several calloused and bigoted 
individuals who run most of the prison’s programs 
and operations. And as in the past, custody staff in¬ 
terfere with medical conditions. I plan to continue 
working with the lawyers and legislators, and of 
course ACT UP, to monitor what goes on here and of¬ 
fer solutions. 

The brightest spot in all this, in my opinion, is the 
hospice. Just the fact that we have one here is an im¬ 
portant signal. I suspect the California Department of 
Corrections is more interested in the symbolism rather 
than the substance, but the PCS volunteers will ensure 
that the spirit is there. The hospice, along with the hir¬ 
ing of more staff (i.e., competent medical staff) CDC is 
poised to deal with the issue of AIDS in prison. How¬ 
ever, there is nothing like a comprehensive plan to deal 
with HIV, which is spreading throughout the prisons 
like wildfire, unchecked.

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Bomb the Ban — Any Way We Can 


N ow that San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Rober¬ 
ta Achtenberg has 
been confirmed by 
the U.S. Senate as an assis¬ 
tant secretary of housing and 
urban development, despite 
the vicious antics of self-pro¬ 
fessed bigot Jesse Helms and 
his homophobic allies, our 
community returns to that 
other Washington issue. Will 
President Clinton be success¬ 
ful in totally lifting the ban on 
gays and lesbians serving 
openly in the military? Or 
will Senator Sam Nunn’s 
shameful dog-and-pony show 
prevail, despite his personal 
promise earlier this year that 
the Senate hearings on the 
subject would be run in a 
“fair and unbiased” manner? 

Even some straight mem¬ 
bers of the military, to say 
nothing of numerous Senate

members, are admitting that 
“Nunn made up his mind 
long before the hearings start¬ 
ed, orchestrated it the way he 
wanted to, allowed only those 
to testify that he could con¬ 
trol, and this show is over.” 

One top military officer ad¬ 
mitted this week that Nunn 
totally skewed the witness list 
against those military mem¬ 
bers who had no problem 
with lifting the current ban, 
and further claimed that 
while only those opposed to 
the ban appeared on televi¬ 
sion news clips, several other 
straight officers and enlisted 
personnel had volunteered to 
testify in favor of lifting the 
ban but were actually 
screened out by military offi¬ 
cials working closely with 
Nunn’s ^taff. 

When Senators Nunn and 
John Warner (R-Virginia; you 
know, the loser that Elizabeth 
Taylor divorced as soon as 
she had her self-esteem and 
good sense back) went to Nor¬ 
folk last week in that public¬ 
ity-staged tour of a subma¬ 
rine, Nunn’s staff turned a 
deaf ear to The Campaign for 
Military Service, a coalition of 
groups opposed to the current 
ban, which collected affidavits 
from more than 100 gays and 
lesbians at Norfolk who were 
willing to testify, provided 
they would not be fired. To 
be sure, the hearings were 
nothing more than a staged 
sham. 

Clearly Nunn, Strom Thur¬ 
mond, Colin Powell, and the 
rest of the establishment ho¬ 
mophobes will block a total 
lifting of the ban against open 
gays and lesbians serving in 
the military. And no one 
knows that better than Mas¬ 
sachusetts Representative 
Barney Frank, one of only 
two openly members of the 
House of Representatives. 
That’s the reason Frank is 
trying to salvage something — 
anything — out of all this. 

Nobody — this writer and 
most certainly the staff of the 
paper included — is happy 
about settling for anything 
less than our rightful due. But 
we’re left with no other 
choice (if Clinton signs the ex¬ 
ecutive order, Nunn and his 
cronies will simply pass legis¬ 
lation restoring the ban to its 
original order, including ask¬ 
ing your sexual orientation 
when you enlist, etc.) so I say 
to those who would settle for 
nothing less than a full loaf — 
get off Barney’s back! His 
“compromise” would allow

gay men and lesbians to serve 
in the military and be open 
about their sexual orientation 
off duty, so long as they keep 
it private while on duty, and 
would permanently do away 
with asking recruits their sex¬ 
ual preference. Barney is pre¬ 
pared to accept a less than to¬ 
tal commitment to completely 
lift the ban, but he told the 
Bay Area Reporter, it is “a 
position that I think is sustain¬ 
able in Congress.” He added 
that, under his plan, if some¬ 
one were to find out about a 
soldier or sailor’s off-duty be¬ 
havior, like going to a gay bar 
or attending a gay function in 
civilian clothes, and then re¬ 
ported the individual, the mil¬ 
itary’s response should be 
“it’s none of our business.” 

Frank admitted that under 
his plan “gay men and les¬ 
bians will have to make the 
sacrifice” of not discussing 
their sexual identity on duty. 
Still, however, that is prefer¬ 
able to a plan being consid¬ 
ered by Senator Nunn and se¬ 
nior members of the Defense 
Department that would mere¬ 
ly prohibit the military from 
asking a member of the 
armed forces about his or her 
sexual orientation if that per¬ 
son did not openly declare it; 
Nunn’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
has seemingly gained momen¬ 
tum among some congress- 
members (particularly, of 
course, among those who fa¬ 
vor keeping the entire ban). 

However, Barney Frank’s 
plan is said to be gaining fa¬ 
vor as the “best solution to a 
bad scenario” among con- 
gressmembers and Defense 
Department officials who will 
meet next month in an effort 
to reach a compromise that 
somehow honors the presi¬ 
dent’s pledge to end discrim¬ 
ination in the military based 
on sexual orientation. That 
eventual compromise proba¬ 
bly will please no one, but, 
for lack of a better deal, Con¬ 
gressman Frank’s plan seems 
to me to be the best we can 
get for the time being. Let’s 
face it, Barney knows that 
Nunn and his homophobic 
cronies are still holding the 
cards on this one, and while 
he, like many of us, may be 
unhappy with having to com¬ 
promise any of our rights, he 
knows that something is bet¬ 
ter than nothing. And from 
where I sit, those now con¬ 
demning the congressman 
should realize sometimes we 
are forced to take one step 
back to get two forward. 

Like President Clinton, 
Barney Frank is a friend and 
we should treat him as one in¬ 
stead of branding him an 
“Uncle Tom” as one gay 
rights group spokesperson did 
last week. Frank and others 


in Washington know that ac¬ 
tivists who refuse to compro¬ 
mise on this issue will end 
with nothing. “Clearly, if the 
choice is 100 percent or zero, 
we lose,” says Frank. From 
where I sit, he is being realis¬ 
tic, level-headed, and right in 
saying we should take what 
we can get now. While I am 
no happier than anyone else 
at “compromising” our rights 
with these homophobic bas¬ 
tards, Frank is right: we will 
fight another day for the rest.

Democratic Party activist 
Anne Lewis, Barney Frank’s 
sister, to the post of assistant 
secretary of labor for public af¬ 
fairs last week. 

There was Senator Robert 
Dole, the GOP leader, hold¬ 
ing a press conference last 
week in D.C. while Clinton 
was in California blasting him 
for being here, saying “there 
he goes again” when the pres¬ 
ident should be in D.C. mind¬ 
ing the store. So who will be 
the guest speaker at a GOP 
luncheon next week (June 
2nd) at San Francisco’s Grand 
Hyatt Hotel? You guessed it: 
welcome, Bob! Not! 

Then there’s Jesse Helms, 
in this year — 1993 — stand¬ 
ing on the floor of the U.S. 
Senate proudly admitting to 
being a “bigot”; it’s small 
wonder that politicians are 
held in such disgusting re¬ 
gard; those jackass voters in 
North Carolina who keep 
sending him to Washington 
should be apologizing to 
Americans everywhere for 
keeping this pig son-of-a-bitch 
in office.

a 1996 presidential bid. (Let’s 
all laugh at once, folks.) 

Elizabeth Taylor, appear¬ 
ing at the Cannes Film Festi¬ 
val last week, ran into so 
many of her old Hollywood 
friends that she “decided” to 
give a party — and what better 
reason for a party than to 
fight AIDS? Ms. Taylor held 
a benefit showing of the film 
Cliffhanger, invited everyone 
she knew, and promptly 
raised $1 million for AmFAR, 
with the help of stars like 
Sylvester Stallone, Candice 
Bergen, Michael Douglas, and 
Ian McKellan.

Greek 
Inactive

O n Mykonos, if you 
want to watch the 
sunset as you have din¬ 
ner, the Restaurant 
Alefkandra clearly has the best 
view in town. Like many 
eateries here on the island, all 
the seating is outside, but 
Alefkandra’s has several other 
distinct advantages. For one 
thing, the island’s six famous 
windmills, now idle, sit just up! 
the hill on your left, and a 
much photographed string of 
buildings perch above the 
water to your right. The small 
city of Mykonos lies directly 
behind you, and of course, 
directly in front of you, stretch¬ 
ing out as far as you can see, is 
the water. 

At this time in early evening, 
the Aegean is at its deepest 
blue, and a cluster of tiny 
islands rise out of the sea 
slightly to the side of the cruise 
ship anchored off-shore. It’s 
6:30 p.m., and few diners are 
out this early. I have my choice 
of tables, and sit as close to the 
water as possible, knowing 
that in an hour or so all the 
tables around me will be full of 
sunset-watching revelers. 

It was not a night, however, 
when I could be fashionably 
late for dinner. A long day at 
the beach had tired me out in 
that way that only complete 
non-activity can do. After a 
short nap and a shower, I was 
ready to eat, and wandered 
into town. Being only mid- 
May, it’s still off-season Greece, 
and potential diners are pounc¬ 
ed upon here by proprietors 
who stand outside their 
establishments gesturing 
toward their mostly empty 
tables saying, “Yes, please, 
dinner?” as they shove menus 
at you. 

Mykonos is fast developing 
an international cosmopolitan 
reputation for being one of the 
gayest of all the Greek Islands. 
Located in the group called the 
“Cyclades,” Mykonos has an 
area of 85 square kilometers, 
and is located 94 nautical miles 
from Athens. It’s a five-hour 
ferry ride or a 30-minute plane 
ride from there, if you can get 
a seat at all. Lucky for me, ar¬ 
riving in Athens from London 
on a day with no afternoon fer¬ 
ries to my chosen island, I 
could, and after a hellacious 
day’s travel, I was being mob¬ 
bed at Mykonos’ small airport 
by hotel keepers, just like the 
travel books say. 

It’s amazing, actually, to con¬ 
sider that due to mention in a 
few guide books and word of 
mouth worldwide, Mykonos’s 
Super Paradise Beach has be¬ 
come a gay mecca. It’s really 
just a pleasant strip of sand 
squished in between the rocky 
cliffs which define most of the 
coastline here and which sur¬ 
round the beach on three sides. 
To get there from the town, 
you must either walk for an 
hour along a dirt path which 
runs along the sea through the 
rocks, or first take a bus, then 
a 15-minute boat ride to the 
other side of the island. Yet 
each day, the tiny boats going 
there are packed with people 
all sporting designer 
sunglasses, shorts, and bottled 
water. The beach itself is 
equipped with two semi-

sheltered “tavernas” that sell 
food, drinks, and rent lawn 
chairs. The bartenders take 
gay money but one looked dis¬ 
dainfully at the gay boys on the 
beach, expressed relief that I 
was a woman, and said, “Here, 
mostly we get mens, but these 
are not even real mens.” 

Commentary 

It’s true that Super Paradise 
Beach is mostly male, and be¬ 
cause this is also a nude beach, 
many of them are buck naked. 

I can’t remember the last time 
I’ve seen so many weenies 
prancing around, and after a 
brief bout of shyness, my 
clothes are off, too. There’s 
nothing quite like the sensa¬ 
tion of hot sun on bare skin, or 
of splashing in the Aegean 
with no bathing suit to bind 
you. Although it’s only my se¬ 
cond full day here, I can feel 
myself unwinding as I lay, 
shrugging off the hectic pace 
I’ve been keeping in D.G, New 
York, and London. 

Greece, to my great relief, 
has a very different rhythm, 
which counts as a busy day 
beachgoing, afternoon napp¬ 
ing, leisurely dinners, and ten 
hours of sleep a night. 

Both at the beach and in my 
wanderings through town, I 
encounter very few Americans 
on Mykonos. That is, aside 
from the cruise line crowd who 
hemorrage from the big boats 
each mid-afternoon to walk 
around the waterfront looking 
like they just fell off the Board¬ 
walk in Atlantic City. And 
although there are many 
queers here, I seldom see them 
by day except at the beach. 
Like bats, they seem to come 
out only at night, this time ful¬ 
ly clothed and flocking to the 
gay bars like the Anchor or the 
Kasro, in Mykono’s “Little 
Venice” section. Most of them, 
whatever country they’re from, 
have no use for me whatsoever, 
so I like it at the nude beach 
alone, unfolding in the sun¬ 
shine, smoothing suntan oil on 
my bare bum, and reading a 
trashy novel I wouldn’t be seen 
with at home. 

A young guy I met on the 
beach, originally from L.A., 
says he’s never been happier 
than on Mykonos. By days he 
walks the dog, writes in his 
journal, and sits at the beach. 
By night he runs a club or goes 
to other people’s. He enjoys the 
tourists, but says the native gay 
community on the island’s 
“Ferocious.” “Everyone knows 
all about you the week after 
you arrive,” he says. Sort of like 
San Francisco, I think, but do 
not say. Everyone here smiles 
and sighs when they hear 
where I live, and I don’t want 


to spoil anyone’s illusions. In 
fact, I feel enormous love for 
San Fran while I’m away. Per¬ 
haps I’ve had to get this far 
away to remember to really ap¬ 
preciate it. 

Even though Mykonos is 
situated out in the middle of 
the sea, it has a surprising 
number of shops, many of 
them selling things you’d ex¬ 
pect to see on Castro Street, 
like Doc Martens, Converse, 
and baseball caps. Thankfully, 
there’s no Hilton here yet, but 
there is a mini-Hard Rock 
Cafe, a Benetton, and a Swatch 
boutique, all situated next to 
tiny storefronts where natives 
sell t-shirts, leather goods, and 
hand knit sweaters. Mothers 
still had their washing to dry in 
alleyways under the strong 
Mediterranean sun, and the 
narrow cobblestone streets are 
barely wide enough for two 
scooters to pass. Friendly stray 
cats wander everywhere, 
women ride donkeys to go do 
the shopping, and a large, 
coral-colored Pelican preens 
itself inside a local jewelry 
store. 

Most residents, including 
everyone involved in any 
aspect of the tourist trade, 
speak English, and I barely 
have any change to practice my 
one memorized Greek expres¬ 
sion — “Kahleemehrah,” or 
good morning. This island has 
become so flooded with 
tourists, both gay and straight, 
so very quickly, that I fear in 20 
years the banker boys will 
have moved in and spoiled it. 
I’m glad I’ve visited before that 
has a chance to happen. 

As the sun begins its slow 
descent over the horizon, I look 
up from writing to realize that 
every ocean-front table at 
Alefkandra’s is now full. I 
finish up the remains of my 
Greek salad, my “beftedes” — 
spicy meatballs — and sip the 
rest of my now cold cappucino. 
The water in front of me glit¬ 
ters, small waves lap the shore, 
and the nearby islands have be¬ 
come only blue-grey outlines 
as it’s darkened. Soon, I’ll walk 
back up the short steep hill to 
my hotel, through the town 
with its traditional, two story 
white houses with blue win¬ 
dows. I’ll sit on my balcony, 
overlooking the ocean, and 
watch the sky turn pink, then 
purple, as the nights first stars 
appear in the clear, cool, eve¬ 
ning air. Soon, I think, but not 
just yet. For on the eve of my 
29th birthday, I’m enjoying my 
sea-side solitude on Mykonos, 
where there’s no big hurry to 
do anything except just sit and 
relax. T

More Coverage, Extra Income 
For Medicare, MediCal Recipients

Modest-income aged and 
disabled Medicare patients 
can receive free extra health 
coverage — and even an added 
$36.60 in their Social Security 
checks — from the Qualified 
Medicare Beneficiary (QMB) 
Program run by local welfare 
offices. 

The federal QMB law re¬ 
quires state and local welfare 
agencies to pay the $36.60 
Medicare Part B premium, 
the $676 hospital admission 
deductible, the $100 doctor 
bill deductible, and the 20 
percent doctor bill co-insur¬ 
ance for low-income Medicare 
recipients. States make the 
QMB payments through their 
Medicaid programs (or Medi¬ 
Cal in California) and handle 
arrangements with Social Se¬ 
curity and Medicare. Eligible 
individuals get full coverage 
for virtually all medical care 
except prescriptions, dental, 
and nursing home care (al¬ 
though these too are offered 
to those individuals who re¬ 
ceive full, regular Medicaid 
from their states). 

Both QMB and regular 
Medicaid enrollees — even 
those without current medical 
bills — get a $36.60 increase in 
their Social Security checks 
when the state takes over 
payment of the Part B premi¬ 
um previously withheld. They 
are also given I.D. cards, with 
which they can have doctors 
and hospitals bill the state for 
the deductibles and co-pay¬ 
ments they used to pay on 
their own. 

In general, aged and dis¬ 
abled Medicare recipients are 
eligible if they meet the fol¬ 
lowing rules: 

•Countable monthly in¬ 
come (including gross 
amounts of Social Security 
before the Medicare deduc¬ 
tion, and any other annuities, 
pensions, dividends, or earn¬ 
ings) must be below $580.83 
($785.83 per couple) in every 
state except Alaska and 
Hawaii. To get countable in¬ 


come per family, subtract $20 
— and, if there is earned in¬ 
come, subtract an additional 
$65, and half of that earned 
income — from the gross. To 
get the actual, full, gross So¬ 
cial Security benefit amount, 
add $36.60 to the amount of 
the Social Security check re¬ 
ceived (most forget to do this). 

•No more than one lived- 
in home of any value per fam¬ 
ily is allowed. 

•No more than one vehi¬ 
cle of any value to go to the 
doctor per family is allowed. 

•No more than $4,000 
($6,000 per couple) in liquid 
assets (cash, savings, bonds, 
investments, other property 
and cash, cash surrender, or 
loan—but not face value of 
any life insurance). The value 
of assets that cannot be ex¬ 
cluded under other provisions 
is added to this general asset 
total (and, if over $4,000 or 
$6000, could make an appli¬ 
cant ineligible). 

•No more than $1,500 in a 
separate (but otherwise ordi¬ 
nary) account for burial ex¬ 
penses or a prepaid refund¬ 
able burial arrangement per 
person is allowed (non-refund- 
able burial prepaid plans and 
irrevocable burial trusts are 
not counted at all). 

•Reasonable household 
furnishings, except for ma¬ 
chinery, non-marriage jewelry 
(one wedding and one engage¬ 
ment ring per person are ex¬ 
empt), artwork, or livestock is 
allowed. 

•Non-rental, non-passively 
held property or business pro¬ 
ducing income at least six 
percent of equity, if income is 
declared and countable, is al¬ 
lowed. 

In California, regular Med¬ 
icaid income levels and cover¬ 
age are even more liberal 
than QMBs, where applicants 
meet asset tests of $2,000 or 
$3,000 rather than QMB’s 
$4,000 or $6,000. Those indi¬ 
viduals meeting these rules 
get full, regular Medicaid, 
which not only covers QMB 
benefits, but also pays for pre¬ 


scriptions, nursing homes, 
and some dental care. More¬ 
over, disabled people still in 
their two year wait for Medi¬ 
care can be eligible too — 
which is not true for QMB. 

California allows singles 
$620 income per month; those 
with liquid assets below 
$2,000, but countable income 
up to $620 ($689 for the blind) 
should apply for full, regular 
MediCal and SSI (at Social 
Security offices); the income 
counting and the home, car, 
and burial asset tests are the 
same as for the QMB rules 
outlined above. 

Even higher incomes are 
allowed for “premium-only” 
QMB recipients — for those 
singles with countable in¬ 
comes between $580.83 and 
$638.91, and those couples 
with countable incomes be¬ 
tween $785.83 and $864.41 — 
beginning in 1993. (The asset 
and income counting rules 
are, once again, the same as 
for regular QMB.) While 
these individuals are still “too 
rich” for QMB coverage of 
Medicare deductibles and co- 
insurances, they can have the 
state pay their $36.60 premi¬ 
ums and thereby get that 
much more back in their 
checks. Again, one applies at 
the welfare office — not at So¬ 
cial Security. 

In addition, those who 
have lost Social Security dis¬ 
ability benefits and Medicare 
by returning to work can 
have the state pay their Part 
A (hospital) premiums of $221 
if their countable incomes are 
under $1,161.66, or $1,571.66 
for couples. These individuals 
would then have to pay their 
own Part B premiums unless 
they were also eligible for 
Medicaid or complete QMB. 
Here, too, one applies at the 
welfare office — not at Social 
Security. T

Eleven years ago, George 
Eighmey was offered a posi¬ 
tion as a county judge in Il¬ 
linois — as long as he “had no 
skeletons in the closet.” 
Skeletons were not in 
Eighmey’s closet, but he was. 
In the midst of a divorce and 
living the life of a closeted gay 
man, Eighmey reluctantly 
declined the offer, fearing his 
homosexuality would be made 
public. For Eighmey, that mo¬ 
ment seems like a lifetime ago. 

Last month, the Multnomah 
County Board of Commis¬ 
sioners chose the Southeast 
Portland attorney/gay activist 
to fill the seat of Bev Stein, the 
former District 14 state repre¬ 
sentative who is making a bid 
for the top post of the 
Multnomah County board. 

“Because of what I’ve been 
through, that is, experiencing 
the pain of living in the closet, 
this moment was that much 
sweeter. I’m out. I’m proud of 
who I am as a gay man, and I’m 
proud to be serving the 
citizens of Oregon,” says the 52 
year old Democrat. 

Eighmey, who is twice div¬ 
orced and a father, struggled to 
come to terms with his sexual 
orientation. He was first 
divorced in 1976 from a “very 
wonderful woman” with 
whom he remains good 
friends. Not long after, his se¬ 


cond marriage — which lasted 
less than a year — came to an 
end. 

“I was trying to jump back 
into the straight life. I was so 
terrified of being gay. I was 
afraid of what it would do in 
terms of my work and how 
people would perceive me,” he 
explains. “I had a vision of the 
gay community as being one 
that was exclusively bar- 
oriented. I didn’t know there 
were men who were in stable, 
long-term relationships. Once 
I was exposed to this reality, I 
was much more comfortable 
with my own orientation.” For 
the past 12 years, Eighmey has 
shared his life with Peter. 
(Although he is fully out, 
Eighmey did not want to 
disclose his partner’s last name 
or occupation for fear of dis¬ 
crimination.) 

“This highlights the reason 
we need state and federal civil 
rights legislation protecting 
lesbians and gay men from dis¬ 
crimination,” says Eighmey, 
who will now have an opportu¬ 
nity to lobby lawmakers from 
the inside. Although he has 
only been in office a few 
weeks, Eighmey has had 
several discussions with leg¬ 
islative colleagues about a 
statewide gay/lesbian rights 
bill that gained Senate ap¬ 
proval but is now floundering 
in the Republican-dominated 
House. 


“There’s a petition going 
around among House mem¬ 
bers asking the leadership to 
give the bill a hearing. I was 
the first to sign it. I got into one 
lengthy conversation with a 
Democrat who began lec¬ 
turing me about ‘conduct and 
behavior,’ you know, the OCA- 
type lines claiming homosex¬ 
uality is a behavior rather than 
an orientation. We talked very 
openly and honestly,” he says. 
“At the end of the conversa¬ 
tion, he said it was fair that the 
bill get a hearing and promis¬ 
ed to sign the petition. I don’t 
know if he would have signed 
the petition if he hadn’t talked 
with someone who had per¬ 
sonally experienced the types 
of fears about discrimination 
this bill addresses.” 

Eighmey and openly lesbian 
state Representative Gail 
Shibley, also a Portland Dem¬ 
ocrat, may be making history. 
They are the first openly les- 
bian/gay team to sit in the same 
chamber of a state Legislature. 
Minnesota state Senator Allan 
Spear and state Representa¬ 
tive Karen Clark are both 
“out” as are U.S. Represen¬ 
tatives Barney Frank and 
Gerry Studds of 
Massachusetts. 

Like Eighmey, Shibley first 
came to her seat by a county 
board appointment. That was 
three years ago. This past elec¬ 
tion, she was voted into office 


by a landslide. “Gail is wonder¬ 
ful. I’m happy to say that our 
offices are on the same floor. 
She is so sharp and I intend to 
learn as much as possible from 
her. I really do admire her,” 
says Eighmey. While Shibley 
has spoken passionately about 
gay/lesbian rights issues, she 
has politically defined herself 
as one who supports many dif¬ 
ferent causes. 

“That’s exactly how I feel. 
I’m concerned about the en¬ 
vironment, about land-use 
issues. I’m concerned about 
reproductive rights,” he says. 
“I’m not a one issue candidate, 
but I intend to be very active 
and vocal about civil rights 
issues. In fact, what I said to the 
county commissioners is true: 
‘Being gay has taught me to 
work with very difficult peo¬ 
ple. I’m not bitter; I’ll never be 
bitter. But I will demand a 
strong voice for the under¬ 
represented populations.’ Be¬ 
ing gay will enable me to bring 
an added perspective to the 
Legislature.” 

Eighmey says he has been 
approached by some law¬ 
makers who have expressed 
relief their new colleague 
doesn’t fit the description of a 
Queer Nation member. “I’m 
an old man in a suit and tie. 
That may make them more 
comfortable, but I tell them 
that if it wasn’t for goups like 
Queer Nation, / would be the 


Among his first acts as 
lawmaker? “I put a picture of 
Peter on my desk and a poster 
of the movie Longtime Com¬ 
panion on my wall. It doesn’t 
matter if it’s another lawmaker 
or a conservative lobbyist, they 
will have to see two men hug¬ 
ging. I will not deny our right 
to hold hands, to be ourselves. 
I will not be shy when it comes 
to discussing my life,” says 
Eighmey, adding while he 
understands he is the new kid 
on the block, he will not shy 
away from addressing gay/les¬ 
bian issues. “What I’ve done is 
approach other colleagues 
about bills not directly related 
to gays, then I throw in, ‘You’re 
going to support Senate Bill 34 
[the civil rights bill before the 
House], aren’t you?” 

Ironically — and much to 
Eighmey’s delight — he was 
sworn in on the same day the 
Oregon Citizens Alliance filed 
its new statewide initiative 
aimed at curbing legal protec¬ 
tions for gay and lesbian 
citizens. “I thank [OCA chief] 
Lon Mabon for what he’s done. 
I don’t agree with his views, 
but I thank him for forcing our 
community to get organized. 
The public is seeing us for the 
productive decent people we 
are. The stereotypes are being 
demolished and the OCA can¬ 
not stand that,” he says. T 
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ACT UP/D.C. Votes 
To Disband

Only weeks after it hosted 
one of the biggest AIDS ac¬ 
tions in the history of the epi¬ 
demic, ACT UP/D.C. disband¬ 
ed. Or it didn’t. Depends on 
whom you believe. 

Some 30,000 people encir¬ 
cled the nation’s capitol last 
month to call attention to 
AIDS, but the Washington, 
D.C., ACT UP chapter was 
unable to draw enough mem¬ 
bers to continue operating, ac¬ 
cording to Stephen Smith and 
Sean Bugg. They said the 
group voted to dissolve itself 
May 18. 

But in a press release is¬ 
sued May 25, renegade ac¬ 
tivist Wayne Turner said 
ACT UP/D.C is still alive. 

Michael Petrelis, who in¬ 
troduced the resolution call¬ 
ing for ACT UP/D.C’s clo¬ 
sure, characterized Turner as 
an outsider with no real au¬ 
thority in the group. 

“ACT UP/D.C. is dead,” 
Petrelis said. “We voted to 
put it out of its misery.” 

Smith and Bugg cited de¬ 
clining membership and lack 
of support as reasons for fold¬ 
ing the chapter that spear¬ 
headed the Philip Morris boy¬ 
cott and sprouted ACT 
UP/Presidential Project. They 
said the DC chapter of the 
pacesetting activist group was 
no longer effective. 

“ACT UP was becoming a 
security blanket for a small 
group of people,” Bugg said. 
“Going to an ACT UP meet¬ 
ing every Tuesday at 7 


o’clock isn’t going to to bring 
a cure for AIDS. Some of the 
arguments against closing 
were primarily emotional ar¬ 
guments. If it’s not doing any¬ 
thing, it’s not serving a pur¬ 
pose. People are feeling bet¬ 
ter on the inside but not mak¬ 
ing any changes. ACT UP is 
not about feeling good, ACT 
UP is about being angry and 
going out and doing some¬ 
thing.” 

Turner was not available 
for comment, but he said in 
his press release that ACT 
UP/D.C. will continue to 
demonstrate and lobby. 

Smith and Bugg said 
AIDS activism in general is at 
a crisis because attention has 
shifted to other gay issues. 

“A lot of people are very 
frustrated that the military is¬ 
sue has become the Holy 
Grail for the gay community,” 
Bugg said. “The entire contro¬ 
versy has swamped what 
AIDS activists are supposed 
to be doing.” 

And the election of a gay- 
friendly president has con¬ 
vinced some activists to ease 
up, Smith said. 

“With the election of Bill 
Clinton, the community was 
lulled into a false sense of 
complacency that everything 
is going to be handed to us on 
a silver platter,” Smith said. 
“National gay groups are 
telling us everything is okay, 
you can go back to Fire Is¬ 
land and Laguna and just

Oregon Lesbians and Gays 
Under Fire Again

Last May, the tiny timber 
town of Springfield, Oregon, 
found itself in the national 
spotlight after voters there ap¬ 
proved the nation’s first law 
banning certain legal protec¬ 
tions for gay and lesbian 
citizens. Nearly one year later, 
residents in the working-class 
town of Cornelius, located 
about 20 miles west of a much 
larger and certainly more pro¬ 
gressive Portland, voted to do 
the same. On May 18 — by a 
two to one margin — Cornelius 
said no to “special rights for 
homosexuals,” and what they 
view as an encroaching and 
dangerous “homosexual agen¬ 
da.” 

“It’s really terrifying. We’re 
still trying to figure out the 
best way to fight these types of 
measures and the Oregon 
Citizens Alliance has already 
scored a victory,” says longtime 
activist Donna Red Wing, The 
Advocate’s 1992 Woman of the 
Year. 

The Oregon Citizens 
Alliance is the ultraconser¬ 
vative group which sponsored 
Measure 9, a proposed state 
constitutional amendment 
that sought to declare gays and 
lesbians “abnormal, wrong, 
unnatural and perverse.” 
Although the measure fell to 
defeat last November by a 55 
percent to 44 percent vote, it 
passed in 21 of Oregon’s 36 
counties, making it easy for the 
OCA to identify its solid bases 
of support. Just weeks after the 


election, the OCA announced 
it would try and pass a toned- 
down version of Measure 9 in 
communities across the state. 
Thirty-three Oregon cities and 
counties have been targeted. 
Cornelius was the first test. 

“The new initiative says 
nothing about homosexuality 
being ‘abnormal and perverse;’ 
The OCA has removed that ex¬ 
treme language, making these 
measures much more palata¬ 
ble to voters,” says Red Wing. 
That speculation appears to be 
true — at least in Cornelius. 
City residents rejected Mea¬ 
sure 9 by a vote of 836-771, 
while approving the new ini¬ 
tiative — Measure 34-5 — by a 
956-595 vote. 

Measure 34-5, which takes 
effect June 7, amends the city 
charter to ban specific civil 
rights protections for lesbians 
and gays. In addition, it says 
that city money may not be 
spent “to promote homosex¬ 
uality or express approval of 
homosexual behaviors.” Mayor 
Neal Knight led the “Yes on 
34-5” effort, and nearly a dozen 
Cornelius business owners 
prominently displayed signs 
supporting the measure in 
their windows. Signs asking 
voters to reject Measure 34-5 
were nowhere to be found. 

“The OCA is going after the 
state a piece at a time,” says Liz 
Kaufman, campaign director 
for the Support Our Com¬ 
munities political action com¬ 
mittee. SOCPAC was formed 
to oppose the local anti-gay in¬ 
itiatives.

write us a check before you 
go.” 

Smith and Bugg said 
AIDS activists must find new 
ways to move people. And 
they predicted other ACT UP 
chapters across the country 
will close, too. 

But ACT UP members in 
San Francisco disagree. 

Local chapters still active 

Tom Reynolds of ACT 
UP/SF said he has seen a de¬ 
cline in membership but he 
believes ACT UP will adapt 
and continue. 

“There is a problem with 
the whole way that the gay 
community and the AIDS 
community is relating to 
AIDS,” Reynolds said. “In the 
early days of the epidemic 
and through the ’80s, AIDS 
activism was this mass move¬ 
ment that was uniting a lot of 
very different types of people. 
It does not seem to be this 
mass movement anymore. 

“We’ve gotten some of 
what we want and people 
don’t know where to go to get 
the rest,” Reynolds said. 
“There’s not even a consensus 
of what people want.” 

Reynolds said ACT UP 
chapters are adapting by 
working on specific issues in 
smaller groups. For instance, 
ACT UP/SF has focused on 


prisoners rights and success¬ 
fully pushed for improved 
health care at Vacaville 
prison. 

G’dali Braverman, a found¬ 
ing member of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, agreed that 
chapters must focus their en¬ 
ergies. He said ACT UP is 
moving in a new direction. 

“It’s clear that the marriage 
of street activism and advoca¬ 
cy has been confirmed,” 
Braverman said. “How to al¬ 
low each of those spouses to 
thrive and work together in a 
way that’s going to bring 
about changes is what has to 
be ironed out.” 

Braverman credited ACT 
UP street activism with open¬ 
ing doors to government and 
pharmaceutical companies. 
Loud queers screaming in the 
streets convinced power bro¬ 
kers to negotiate with other 
activists who appeared mod¬ 
erate. 

“As ACT UP became more 
sophisticated and members 
became more educated, the 
advocacy component became 
much more central,” Braver¬ 
man said. “I don’t think the 
death of one chapter forbodes 
the death of activism as we 
know it. It certainly necessi¬ 
tates re-evaluation by other 
chapters dealing with the 
same issues.” ▼ 


While some activists have 
called for a boycott of Cor¬ 
nelius — a non-tourist town 
with 6,000 residents and few 
businesses — others have 
focused their energies on 
mobilizing residents within 
the targeted communities to 
fight the local measures. 

“This is the route we have to 
take. People will be more in¬ 
clined to listen to their friends 
and neighbors. It’s our job to 
find people within those com¬ 
munities who are willing to 
work on this issue,” says rural 
organizer Marcy Westerling. 

Residents in several other 
communities will vote on simi¬ 
lar measures during special 
elections in late June and 
September. In addition to the 
local initiatives, the OCA is 
pushing a Colorado-style state¬ 
wide initiative poised for the 
1994 ballot. 

“If the OCA is able to score 
victories in these smaller com¬ 
munities, they’ll be able to gain 
more credibility, increase their 
fund-raising ability, and will 
have the momentum going 
into 1994 statewide election,” 
says gay activist/columnist 
John Baker. “This is a very 
scary situation.” 

The American Civil Liver- 
ties Union of Oregon plans to 
challenge Measure 34-5 and is 
currently seeking plaintiffs. T

Call to Action After Tampa 
Lesbian's Home Is Firebombed

An incessant ringing jolted 
Dee DeBerry awake at 7 a.m. 
last April 4. Picking up the 
phone she heard: “You les¬ 
bian dyke bitch — if you 
march you’ll be one less les¬ 
bian in Tampa to deal with.” 

Groggy from the exhaust¬ 
ing trip back to Tampa, Flori¬ 
da, from her mother’s home 
in south Georgia where she’d 
spent her college spring 
break, DeBerry wondered 
who the “weirdo” caller was. 
She told her roommate 
Kevin, but they both “blew it 
off.” Besides, nothing was go¬ 
ing to stop her AIDS Aware¬ 
ness motorcycle “Ride For 
Life” to the March on Wash¬ 
ington. 

“Ride For Life” was a pro¬ 
ject to which DeBerry had 
committed herself after she 
got her own HIV-positive di¬ 
agnosis. She didn’t realize it 
would lead to a frightening 
series of death threats. And 
she certainly didn’t realize 
that the ride or the March 
would change her life as pow¬ 
erfully as they did — and lead 
to the destruction of her 
home. 

DeBerry, 28, contracted 
HIV through a dirty needle 
when she got a tattoo in Jan¬ 
uary of 1992. She was diag¬ 
nosed that April 5 — ironical¬ 
ly, only one day short of a 
year before the phone calls 
started. 


She’d become accustomed 
to some “rudeness” as she be¬ 
came a visible AIDS educator 
who got the message out that 
anyone—including lesbians— 
can get HIV/AIDS. 

But the second threatening 
phone call at 8 a.m. the next 
morning scared her: “If you 
march, you’re house will 
parch.” DeBerry yelled back 
at the “scoffy-voiced,” older 
sounding woman. “I didn’t 
know I had an enemy in the 
world,” DeBerry said later. “It 
blew my mind.” 

She called the local tele¬ 
phone company and the Tam¬ 
pa Police, reported the calls, 
asked for a phone tap, and 
started keeping a log, as ad¬ 
vised. The third call, a few 
days later, was a long silence. 

DeBerry changed her strict 
Virgo routine, convinced that 
the caller knew her every 
move. She called her friend 
Nadine Smith, a March co¬ 
chair in Washington, who 
said that DeBerry was among 
scores of people who had 
called the March headquar¬ 
ters to report threats and ha¬ 
rassment. 

But the fourth call 
“spooked” DeBerry so much 
she didn’t even “cuss” back. 
“You lesbian, dyke, bitch. If 
you do this Ride For Life 
you’re going to die,” the 
“scoffy-voiced” person said. 

“My mind went crazy. 
Someone threatened to kill 
me,” DeBerry recalled in a 


May 21 phone interview. That 
night at a March kick-off par¬ 
ty, Todd Simmons of the Hu¬ 
man Rights Task Force 
talked about DeBerry’s 
threats and vandalism direct¬ 
ed against two other local les¬ 
bians. By the fifth call, DeBer¬ 
ry couldn’t wait to get to the 
March. 

Unfortunately, the leather- 
clad, five-foot-two, 95-pound 
DeBerry was no match for 
the 45-50 knot winds whipped 
up by a storm front blowing 
across the Interstate. Unable 
to hold the motorcycle up, a 
heartbroken DeBerry parked 
the bike in a safe space and 
continued the journey with 
her back-up, four friends from 
ACT UP/Tampa. After an 
overnight with her supportive 
Baptist mother, the lesbians 
went to Washington. 

“It changed my life,” De¬ 
Berry said. She was one of 
seven women impacted by 
HIV who met with Health 
and Human Services Secre¬ 
tary Donna Shalala, and later 
that night she grabbed a can¬ 
dle and joined over 20,000 
others for the Dyke March 
down Connecticut Avenue. 

It wasn’t until early Mon¬ 
day morning, continuing the 
March celebration, that De¬ 
Berry found out that someone 
had firebombed her triple¬ 
wide, four bedroom mobile 
home on Windward Lakes. It 
was a miracle that no one 
was killed. Kevin was at

work. But her elderly neigh¬ 
bors in the trailer park lived 
fewer than a dozen feet away. 

It was a four alarm fire. 
The intensity of the heat 
forced the firefighters to give 
up on her home and make 
sure the flames didn’t catch 
any others. Later the Fire 
Marshall called the fire arson, 
noting that it was “very pro¬ 
fessional.” The fire was set in 
three different areas. The 
trailer had been “shut and 
sealed tight.” They found 
traces of chemicals, evidence 
of burglary, and surprisingly, 


a portion of the phonebook. 
But the section where DeBer¬ 
ry had kept her log had clear¬ 
ly been ripped off. 

Despite the phone threats, 
the police reports, and a sym¬ 
pathetic Mayor and Fire Mar¬ 
shall, the firebombing of De¬ 
Berry’s home has not yet 
been labelled a hate crime be¬ 
cause of Tampa’s strict stan¬ 
dards. 

“We don’t have enough cri¬ 
teria that she was specifically 
targeted,” says Tampa Police 
spokesperson Scott Guffey, 
whose brother is gay. “We 
also have to show that sexual 
preference [sic] figured into 
the suspect’s specific motiva¬ 
tion in setting the fire. We 
don’t have that.” However, 
Guffey points out, the Fire 
Marshall is diligently working 
on the felony case and has 
identified some suspects. 

DeBerry has been moving 
around in fear for her life. 
The American Family Associ¬ 
ation, the right-wing extrem¬ 
ists who succeeded in having 
a gay rights ordinance over¬ 
turned last November, has 
produced a videotape called 
“The Gay Agenda” to pro¬ 
mote a state-wide Amend¬ 
ment 2-like referendum. De¬ 
Berry is featured during the 
last fifteen minutes of the 
tape — marching in Washing¬ 
ton. 

To draw attention to De¬ 
Berry’s plight and the need to 
Fight the Right in Florida, 
ACT UP/Tampa and the 
Tampa chapter of the Lesbian 
Avengers have called for a 
march and rally on June 12-14 
in Tampa.

'Amendment 2' 
Goes to School

The good news is that a 
resolution introduced by 
some students at Bremerton 
High School in Washington 
state, which would have 
made homosexuality grounds 
for impeachment from the 
student council, was voted 
down by the student body. 
The bad news is that it was 
introduced in the first place. 

On May 19, Bremerton 
High students voted down the 
proposed amendment to the 
student constitution, worded 
to explicitly discriminate 
against lesbians and gays, 57 
percent to 43 percent, after 
also rejecting it by a two-to- 
one margin in an earlier vote. 

The proposal was intro¬ 
duced at the high school’s an¬ 
nual constitutional convention 
this year, along with several 
other, less controversial, mea¬ 
sures, and was passed by the 
student council for considera¬ 
tion by the full student body. 

The text of the proposal 
was as follows: 

“In order to preserve the 
integrity and high moral stan¬ 
dards that Bremerton High 
School is built upon, [sic] In 
the event that a member of 
student government (consist¬ 
ing of Executive and Legisla¬ 
tive Branch) is found to be 
openly practicing immoral ac¬ 
tivities (sexual harassment, in¬ 
decent exposure, homosexual¬ 
ity, sodomy), [sic] The affore 
[sic] mentioned student would 
be considered for immediate 
impeachment from office” 

The proposal was backed 


by conservative students, such 
as junior Michael Mercer, 
who told reporters, “For me, 
the issue is clear.” Mercer also 
admitted that his reason for 
supporting the measure is be¬ 
cause “the Bible says homo¬ 
sexuality is wrong.” 

At least one Bremerton 
High student, 19-year-old 
Todd McCauley, came out of 
the closet as a way of educat¬ 
ing his classmates about the 
reality of who lesbians and 
gays are, and to persuade 
them to reject the proposal. 

Principal Marilee Hansen 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
she would have vetoed the 
measure as discriminatory if 
it had passed, but permitted 
the vote in order to foster 
“healthy discussion” and to 
encourage students to take 
part in the democratic pro¬ 
cess. 

“It was passionate,” she 
told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“but there were never any¬ 
thing like fights over it. 

“Since last year, there have 
been strong right-wing moral¬ 
istic attitudes” among some 
Bremerton students, Hansen 
told the B.A.R. She said she 
believes both the resolution 
and the vote “probably” re¬ 
flect the feelings of the larger 
population of the town. 

Bremerton is, according to 
Hansen, a “blue-collar mili¬ 
tary town” located across 
Puget Sound from Seattle. 
Hansen also told the B.A.R. 
that her mail and telephone 
calls about the proposal ran 
four-to-one against the amend¬ 
ment. ▼

Indigestible Homophobia

eader’sDigest, with a 
I 9 massive circulation of 
I \ over 28 million in 16 
JL H languages, continues 
to reprint homophobic dia¬ 
tribes. The June issue features 
“Gays in the Military?,” a pro¬ 
foundly ignorant editorial con¬ 
densed from the Chicago Tri¬ 
bune. 

Mike Royko, the editorial’s 
author, argues that “gays have 
skillfully used the media to ar¬ 
gue that the military ban is 
nothing more than discrimina¬ 
tion. Those who disagree are 
called gay-bashers.” Royko 
asks his readers to support the 
ban, and to listen to the mili¬ 
tary generals and not to the 
general public. Military “lead¬ 
ers,” Royko says, “know more 
about what it takes to win 
wars than Barbra Streisand or 
the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance.” 

Royko’s “analysis” includes 
the usual litany of heterosexist 
fears and fantasies, as he pon¬ 
ders what it would mean to 
“shower and sleep near” a gay 
soldier “for months at a time.” 
“And,” Royko goes on to say, 
“since we’re talking about sex 
— specifically a form of sex 
that most Americans consider 
morally wrong — anybody 
who says it won’t affect 
morale and discipline in the 
military has never been in a 
barracks on a crowded troop 
ship.” 

Even more offensive than 
Royko’s ranting is the fact that 
Reader’s Digest has once 
again decided to reprint a 
defamatory article, consider¬ 
ably boosting the circulation 
of such hateful messages. 
Meanwhile, there has been a 
relative flood of affirmative 
magazine and newspaper arti¬ 
cles featuring lesbian, gay and 
bisexual subjects. Why are 
these articles never reprinted 
within the pages of Reader’s 
Digest? For that matter, 
when — if ever — have you 
seen any lesbian or gay refer¬ 
ences in the many “short anec¬ 
dotes, quips and quotations,” 
which are sent in by readers 
and appear throughout Read¬ 
er’s Digest?

The Oprah Winfrey Show 

For better and — not infre¬ 
quently — for worse, lesbians, 
gays and bisexuals continue to 
be the object of many talk 
show hosts’ desires. On May 
19, The Oprah Winfrey Show 
examined “change ministries,” 
those pseudo-religious cults 
that purport to transform ho¬ 
mosexuals into heterosexuals. 

Featured on the show were 
change ministry spokesmodels 
John and Anne Paulk, who op¬ 
erate “Love In Action,” the 
San Rafael-based organiza¬ 
tion that “cures” lesbians and 
gay men. Also on the same 
show were Joel Payne, a gay 
man who had survived “Love 
In Action” and refuted many 
of the outrageous claims made 
by the Paulks, and Keith John¬ 
son, who had begun to live in 
celibacy rather than live the 
“sinful”life of a sexually active 
gay man. 

Other guests included ho¬ 
mophobic psychologist (and 
quack) Joseph Nicolosi, Ph.D., 
author of Reparative Therapy 
for the Male Homosexual. 
Offering a rebuttal to Nicolosi 
was Richard Isay, M.D., au¬ 


thor of Being Homosexual. 
While no doubt attempting to 
“achieve balance” with these 
and similar pairs of guests, the 
producers of Oprah seem to 
be missing a fundamental 
point. Pitting a respected doc¬ 
tor against a lying quack is not 
exactly a “balanced” forum. If 
no reputable doctors can be 
found to defend these change 
ministries, then the show’s 
producers should say as much, 
and leave it at that. Talk 
show creators need to be re¬ 
minded — again and again — 
to avoid the “Hitler’s Opinion 
Syndrome.” Just as a Nazi 
would not be required for a 
“balanced” discussion of anti- 
Semitism, a homophobic lu¬ 
natic is not needed to “bal¬ 
ance” discussions of lesbian, 
gay and bisexual issues. 

Oprah Winfrey herself han¬ 
dled the subject, generally, 
with fairness and sensitivity. 
When a “former lesbian” 
claimed that her lesbianism 
was the result of growing up 
in a dysfunctional family, 
Oprah replied: “We all did.” 
When one guest said that be¬ 
cause he was gay, God wanted 
him to bear the burden of liv¬ 
ing in celibacy, Oprah asked: 
“Did God want you to be tor¬ 
mented?” 

While the show presented 
an array of opinions, it still 
managed to focus on the 
“problem” of homosexuality. 
It’s time for all TV talk show 
producers to refocus their lens¬ 
es, and begin to take a long 
look at homophobia — what 
causes it and how it can be 
cured.

Medical Homophobia 

The Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association 
(JAMA) refused to accept a 
paid advertisement from the 
American Association of 
Physicians for Human Rights 
(AAPHR). The ad, which is 
headlined “Warning: Homo¬ 
phobia may Be Hazardous to 
Your Health,” draws attention 
to violence and discrimination 
against lesbians and gays and 
encourages AMA passage of a 
sexual orientation nondiscrim¬ 
ination policy. 

Robert Kenneth, vice pres¬ 
ident of publishing for JAMA, 
said that the ad was rejected 
because it was “political” and 
“not scientific.” However, 
AAPHR director Ben Schatz 
pointed out that JAMA has 
published a variety of political 
and “non-scientific” ads in the 
past, including military re¬ 
cruitment advertisements and 
ads from pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies challenging drug pric¬ 
ing regulations.

Surprise in L.A.: 

Gay Primary Loser Refuses 
To Endorse Lesbian Winner

Despite the heated cam¬ 
paign run by openly lesbian 
former L.A. Unified School 
Board President Jackie Gold¬ 
berg against AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation President Mich¬ 
ael Weinstein during the pri¬ 
mary, most of the Los Ange¬ 
les gay community expected 
Weinstein to endorse Gold¬ 
berg in the run-off for the 
13th Council District. If Gold¬ 
berg wins against non-gay, 
conservative Tom LaBonge, 
she will become the first open 
lesbian or gay elected to the 
L.A. City Council. 

But no dice: Weinstein has 
endorsed LaBonge. 

“This election is not about 
ideology but about specific is¬ 
sues important to the 13th dis¬ 
trict and the city,” Weinstein 
said. “I’m in closer agreement 


with [LaBonge] than Jackie. I 
expect to have a relationship 
with him that gives me access 
and openness, not only on 
AIDS issues but other issues. 
As part of my endorsement I 
required that he make a pub¬ 
lic written statement support¬ 
ing domestic partnership and 
having an open gay or lesbian 
liaison to the community.” 

Weinstein explained that 
he had not made the decision 
“lightly” and that “there was 
the potential for it to go the 
other way, but Jackie didn’t 
seem to have an interest in 
that.” He claimed that Gold¬ 
berg had not extended “an 
olive branch” after a “very dif¬ 
ficult campaign.” Goldberg 
said that an “olive branch” 
was extended but “he turned 
me down.” 

“I think it’s sour grapes 
and I feel badly for him that 


he’s put himself on the out¬ 
side looking in. We would 
have welcomed him as part of 
this great effort,” Goldberg 
said of Weinstein’s endorse¬ 
ment. “I hope that any nega¬ 
tive reaction is restricted to 
him and not to his organiza¬ 
tion which is an important 
one in this community.” 


The race “all hinges on us 
getting the vote out,” Gold¬ 
berg says. “The gay and les¬ 
bian vote is very, very impor¬ 
tant,” perhaps making “the 
difference between victory 
and defeat.” As many as 15 
percent of registered voters in 
the area are believed to be 
gay. Goldberg is concerned 
that conservative mayoral 
candidate Richard Riordan’s 
popularity in the district will 
hurt her. Y 


Bloom To Leave APLA

Leonard Bloom, executive 
director of AIDS Project Los 
Angeles, told staffers on May 
27 that he will not be return¬ 
ing after his contract is up in 
November. Bloom has been 
strongly criticized by some 
APLA staff for “elitism” — 
seeming to prefer being with 
record mogul David Geffen 


rather than PWAs. Bloom has 
also been criticized for some¬ 
times saying one thing in pub¬ 
lic and doing something else 
behind closed doors, and for 
his “argumentative, interfer¬ 
ing micro-management” style. 

However, Bloom support¬ 
ers note that his connection 
with the entertainment indus¬ 
try has brought an upsurge in 


funding that has facilitated 
some departmental expan¬ 
sion. Bloom is also credited 
with boosting the public pol¬ 
icy department and with hir¬ 
ing former L.A. City AIDS 
coordinator Phill Wilson as 
the department head. Wilson 
was one of seven lesbians and 
gays who met with President 
Clinton. Addionally, Bloom 
supporters say, his rhetoric 
has taken on a sorely needed 
militancy about the AIDS 
epedemic. ▼

LYRIC Goes to the Castro

San Francisco’s lesbian, 
gay and bisexual youth are 
coming home to the Castro. 
On May 20, the City Planning 
Commission voted unani¬ 
mously to approve, with con¬ 
ditions to be worked out, 
LYRIC’s application for a 
conditional use permit to con¬ 
vert a three-story residential 
house on Collingwood Street 
into a lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual youth center. 

LYRIC (Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information 
Center) is a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation that focuses on the 
needs of gay and bisexual 
youth — providing among oth¬ 
er things — counseling, HIV 
education, support groups as 
well as recreation activities. It 
has put in a bid to purchase 
and renovate the property on 
123-127 Collingwood Street, 
using a half million-dollar 
grant from the city. The 
amount represents an unused 
portion of Medical monies 
given back to the city by the 
Federal government. The San 
Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors originally allocated the 
money for a gay and lesbian 
center during the time of 
Mayor Art Agnos, and re¬ 
stored by the Jordan adminis¬ 
tration. Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg was the leading 
proponent of the grant. 

The proposed youth center 
had generated some contro¬ 
versy after residents in the 
Collingwood neighborhood 
objected to what they consid¬ 
ered the loss of sound resi¬ 


dential housing. Owners of 
nearby units complained 
about the potential noise, the 
increase of human and vehic¬ 
ular traffic, anti-social behav¬ 
ior, and security risks that 
could result from the estab¬ 
lishment of the center. 

Sandra Richter, a Colling¬ 
wood resident who testified 
at the hearing, questioned the 
propriety of putting a youth 
center near Collingwood 
park, where, she says, gay 
cruising and drug dealings go 
on practically unchecked. 
Most of the residents who tes¬ 
tified against the granting of 
the use permit, however, said 
that they were supportive of 
the programs and services un¬ 
dertaken by LYRIC for gay, 
lesbian, and bisexual youth. 

A large group of LYRIC 
supporters, wearing lavender 
badges, showed up at the 
hearing, including teenagers 
involved with LYRIC’s pro¬ 
grams and representatives 
from the Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer Catholic Church 
(MHR) and the Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC), 
both of which are located in 
the neighborhood. Father 
Zachary Shore, pastor of 
MHR, presented the commis¬ 
sion with 300 letters of sup¬ 
port from his parishioners, 
while Phil Nelson of MCC 
submitted 120 similar letters. 

San Francisco School 
Board president Tom Ammi- 
ano also spoke on behalf of 
the proposed project. Among 
the youth speakers were Feli¬ 
cia Park-Rogers, who assured 
the commission members, as; 


well as the concerned resi¬ 
dents, that “we are part of a 
clean and sober organization,” 
and Khiem Bui, who said that 
he considered the proposed 
location a safe area compared 
to LYRIC’s present location 
on 18th Street in the Mission. 

Towards the end of almost 
four hours of testimony, those 
who were against the grant¬ 
ing of the permit to LYRIC 
had felt that the whole pro¬ 
posal was a “done deal,” and 
concentrated on an effort to 
gain more concessions in 
terms of the restricting condi¬ 
tions for the use of the build¬ 
ing. Such conditions cover the 
hours of operation for the 
center, the use of the build¬ 
ing’s parking lot and rear pa¬ 
tio, a mechanism for self-reg¬ 
ulation by LYRIC, as well as 
a means for the neighboring 
residents to bring concerns di¬ 
rectly to the zoning adminis¬ 
trator. The conditions will be 
worked out between LYRIC 
and representatives of the res¬ 
idents opposed to the center, 
and will be presented back to 
the commission in two weeks. 

Part of LYRIC’s proposal 
is the setting up of a neigh¬ 
borhood advisory council that 
will help thresh out concerns 
relative to the operation of 
the center. LYRIC director 
Dan Barutta says, “We want 
to be good neighbors. We 
owe it to our youth to be good 
neighbors so that we can con¬ 
tinue to provide them with a 
safe place they can go home 
to.” T

Gay and Lesbian World Tr;

Gay entrepreneur Tom 
Roth is taking the Gay 8s Les¬ 
bian World Expo on a tour to 
11 cities from now through 
November, with the help of 
American Airlines, following 
the Expo’s successful debut at 
the Sheraton Palace Hotel 
here in San Francisco. 

A record-setting 418 travel 
buffs and 137 travel agents 
mingled for three hours 
among 45 exhibits May 20, at 
the largest travel industry 
event of its kind to ever take 
place. Reportedly, the first 
ever travel industry commer¬ 
cial event targeting gay 
travelers took place last year 
at the Lesbian and Gay Com¬ 
munity Services Center in 
New York, but it attracted 
only about 250 participants 
and fewer travel promoters. 

Exhibitors represented at 
the Expo last week came 
from throughout California to 
promote a variety of gay and 
lesbian cruises, besides inter¬ 
national tours and events, ad¬ 
venture trips, a gay dude 
ranch, trips for gay fathers 
and sons, and lesbian jungle 
expeditions in Latin America. 

Reaction to the Expo was 
generally favorable among ex¬ 
hibitors — who paid $150 to 
participate — and attendees, 
who lined up outside in a 
hallway to pay $5 admission. 
Particularly delighted was 
Raymond Pullicar of Sacra¬ 
mento, who won two round- 
trip airline tickets to Paris 


and a pair of Eurail passes, 
which American Airlines do¬ 
nated as a door prize. 

“I think it’s very advanta¬ 
geous to have have something 
like this for gays and lesbians, 
and very exciting,” said at¬ 
tendee Joseph West, a long¬ 
time resident of the City. 

Exhibitors representing a 
mixture of gay and gay- 
friendly travel businesses 
seemed equally enthusiastic. 
I’m happy to be at the first 
travel conference where 1 can 
talk directly with clients,” 
said Tracy L. Michaels, pres¬ 
ident of Santa Monica based 
Skylink, a women’s tours and 
events promoter. 

“I’m very surprised at the 
size of the turnout,” said Nick 
Dempsey, president of Aloha 
Lani Weddings, a division of 
San Francisco-based Edward 
Gee 8 b Associates, a company 
that organizes tours booked 
through travel agents. 

Roth feels buoyed by the 
apparent success of his first 
Gay 8b Lesbian World Travel 
Expo. “This went way be¬ 
yond my initial expectations,” 
he told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“It’s on to New York 
now, and then Atlanta,” he 
added. Next on the Expo cir¬ 
cuit will be Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Seattle, Boston and 
Miami, before it returns to 
San Francisco September 23. 
More Expos are scheduled to 
follow in Washington, D.C., 
Chicago, Honolulu, and 
Phoenix.

tailored to reach youth at 
risk. 

Some youth are reluctant 
to visit agencies where they 
must complete paper work 
and leave their names, accord¬ 
ing to Thomas Tymstone of 
18th Street Services. 

“We want to make an envi¬ 
ronment where the young 
person is comfortable, give 
kids a sense of what their 
body is doing,” Tymstone 
said. “To reach a young per¬ 
son, you have to get through 
the idea that they’re invinci¬ 
ble. Until the end of the 
Earth, kids will always think 
of themselves as young and 
invincible. Living in the ’90s, 
it’s definitely dangerous and 
they have to take care.” 

To reach youth at risk for 
HIV, 18th Street Services, 
LYRIC and Stop AIDS have 
developed programs targeting 
young men who have sex 
with other men. 

A wide range of programs, 
including health care, psychol¬ 
ogy, and drug counseling, is 
available at 18th Street Ser¬ 
vices. 

Stop AIDS Project offers 
discussions groups specifically 
for young men to talk about 
issues surrounding dating and 
safe sex. 

“We talk about a lot of is¬ 
sues related to the epidemic, 
including safe sex, unsafe sex, 
and what people’s definition 
of those things are and how 
easy or difficult it is to stick 
with,” said Johnny Symons of 
Stop AIDS. “Situations will 
come up where people are 


safe most of the time and 
when people slip we help 
them identify where their risk 
triggers are. 

“We get people talking to 
each other about how they’re 
handling things,” Symons 
said. “Everyone’s dealing 
with it individually and a lot 
of times people don’t talk 
enough. We can’t help each 
other if we don’t open those 
doors.” 

LYRIC is kicking off a se¬ 
ries of discussion groups tar¬ 
geting specific youth popula¬ 
tions: Power Talks is an 
African-American group; In¬ 
teract is for youth who are 
just coming out; Queer Space, 
presented in conjunction with 
Hospitality House, offers sup¬ 
port for homeless youth; Into 
The Groove, presented in 
conjunction with Stop AIDS, 
is a drop-in group for men tin¬ 
der age 25; and Money Can’t 
Buy It! targets Asian/Pacific 
Islander youth. 

Vincent Fuqua, who is 23 
and facilitates the Power 
Talks discussions, said AIDS 
service providers must take 
education programs to com¬ 
munities at risk because 
marginalized populations 
won’t come to an agency. 

“In the African-American 
community there’s a different 
dialogue and we have to tai¬ 
lor the message,” Fuqua said. 
“A lot of young gays and bi¬ 
sexuals don’t believe that it’s 
hitting their community.”

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Travel Expo Launched in S.F. 


Although the event was of¬ 
ficially apolitical, there was a 
political undercurrent evident 
at the Expo, as gay political 
issues were discussed infor¬ 
mally among Expo attendees, 
and the day before at a spe¬ 
cial trade workshop for travel 
agents only. Recent events in 
Colorado and Hawaii, and the 
presence of American Air¬ 
lines, seemed to generate the 
most discussion. 

Dempsey said he attended 
to meet travel agents so he 
could discuss plans for devel¬ 
oping honeymoon tours for 
gays traveling to Hawaii, 
pending anticipated lifting of 
legal prohibitions against gay 
marriages in the Aloha State. 

Dempsey, while manning 
an exhibit at the Expo, 
reported that travel agents — 
both gay and straight — have 
mixed reactions to his busi¬ 
ness plans to promote gay 
wedding tours. “Some think 
gay marriages will be a boon 
to Hawaiian travel, but others 
believe it will reduce business 
because some unenlightened 
people will be offended,” he 
said. 

Roth took time out from 
schmoozing with travel indus¬ 
try exhibitors to say that he 
could find no consensus 
among travel agents on 
whether to continue the boy¬ 
cott of Colorado or promote 
some form of in-your-face 
travel protests. Roth declined 
to comment on his personal 
opinions. 

However, a potential con¬ 


troversy concerning Colorado 
apparently averted itself: no 
one appeared to be openly 
promoting travel to Colorado 
at the Expo. “I neither pur¬ 
posefully included nor exclud¬ 
ed anyone or anything having 
to do with Colorado,” Roth 
said. “It just happened that 
way.’ ’ 

American Airlines, which 
was the only airline repre¬ 
sented at the Expo, had its 
table positioned directly 
across from the entrance so 
few attendees could miss it. 
Employees working at the ex¬ 
hibit were apologetic when 
questioned about the much 
publicized homophobic inci¬ 
dent on flight 701, when air¬ 
line employees insulted pas¬ 
sengers going to the March On 
Washington, D.C. 

When confronted on the 
matter, Joette Schmidt, a dis¬ 
trict manager for the airline, 
quickly apologized and of¬ 
fered a copy of a written apol¬ 
ogy from American Airlines 
chairman Bob Crandall. 
“That’s our formal apology to 
everyone who was offended 
by the actions of a few em¬ 
ployees,” Schmidt said. 

American Airlines is work¬ 
ing on a new domestic part¬ 
ner benefits plan and will 
continue to maintain progres¬ 
sive policies towards gays, 
Schmidt said. She declined to 
comment further on pending 
policy changes, but instead 
discussed why she feels cur¬ 
rent policies don’t discrimi¬ 
nate against gays. 


American Airlines allows 
employees earning sales per¬ 
formance incentive travel 
awards to bring any “compan¬ 
ion” along on trips, and the 
airline donated $40,000 worth 
of airline tickets in April to 
musicians traveling to the 
AIDS Dance-a-thon in San 
Francisco, she said. Schmidt 
also confirmed that American 
Airlines plans to help Roth 
sponsor more Expos in other 
cities. “We have a long and 
proud history working with 
the gay community,” she said. 

The International Gay 
Travel Association (IGTA) of 
Key West, Florida, found in a 
recent survey that American 
Airlines was the preferred air¬ 
line for gay and lesbian trav¬ 
el. IGTA reports more of its 
members book flights 
through American Airlines 
than any of the other seven 
major carriers. 

“I have to give American 
Airlines a lot of credit for be¬ 
ing so progressive,” Roth said. 

He contacted several air¬ 
lines seeking a corporate 
sponsor, but only a few even 
responded. Continental and 
Delta never responded, while 
United and Northwest de¬ 
clined to participate, Roth 
said. 

As a precedent-setting trav¬ 
el industry event in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the Expo was different 
than most travel industry 
trade shows, because con¬ 
sumers were invited. Travel 
industry events are normally 
attended only by travel agents 



and tour promoters trying to 
sell services to travel agents. 
“I brought everyone together 
because I’m trying to create 
more demand for gay travel,” 
Roth said. 

Roth, a Marin County res¬ 
ident, organized the event 
and founded his company 
(called the Marketing Depart¬ 
ment) because he wanted to 
start a new career working in 
the gay community. 

There’s very little market¬ 
ing being done besides some 
limited print advertising and 
“people just aren’t aware of 
the wide ranging availability 
of options” for gay travel, 


Roth said. “I’ve found that 
many travel agents just think 
of gay travel as RSVP cruises 
or the gay Club Med-types of 
travel,” he said. 

Roth formerly owned and 
operated a traditional Asian 
clothing import business, af¬ 
ter a stint as a travel organiz¬ 
er for cooperate group tours. 
Roth received an MBA in 
business administration in 
1985 from Maharishi Univer¬ 
sity, an accredited university 
in Iowa where all the students 
practice transcendental medi¬ 
tation as part of the curricu¬ 
lum. ▼

AIDS in El Salvador: A New Problem, 
In a Country with So Many Old Ones

During early April of this 
year; the author spent nine 
days in El Salvador, conduct¬ 
ing workshops and interviews 
on AIDS prevention and edu¬ 
cation, assessing the study of 
the epidemic, and attempting 
to expedite the establishment 
of an AIDS eduction project 
linking individuals at the 
Health Education Depart¬ 
ment of San Francisco State 
University with clinics based 
in San Salvador. 

The project, named the Os¬ 
car Romero AIDS Project, 
sets to address specific needs 
of Salvadoran clinics by send¬ 
ing literature, condoms, and 
disposible gloves, and by con¬ 
ducting workshops. 

El Salvador is a relatively 
small country, about the size 
of Vermont, located near the 
center of the Central Ameri¬ 
can isthmus. It has a popula¬ 
tion of over five million, up to 
80 percent of whom live in 
poverty. Thirty percent live 
in what is described as 
“chronic poverty.” 

Salvadoran farmers have 
always focused on export 
crops: domestic crops that 
could provide food for Sal¬ 
vadorans has yet to become a 
priority for the landowning 
class. Efforts at organizing for 
change have usually met with 
failure, the best example be¬ 
ing the 1952 massacre of Indi¬ 
an peasants who rose up un¬ 
der the leadership of Fara- 
bundo Marti. Historians esti¬ 
mate over 30,000 peasants 
were hunted down and exter¬ 
minated by the forces of Gen¬ 
eral Maximilio Hernandez. 
The episode reminds Salvado¬ 
rans of a pattern that has 
been repeated over and over 
again to the present day. 

In the 1970s, liberation the¬ 
ology began making its way 
into El Salvador’s Jesuit com¬ 
munity and the relatively new 
grassroot-Christian Base Com¬ 
munities. Through them, the 
poor and marginalized were 
given the means by which to 
identify their condition, their 
health or lack of health, and 
their oppression. By relating 
the condition of the Salvado¬ 
ran poor to texts in the Bible, 
in work that was to become 
the foundation for the popu¬ 
lar resistance, rural catechists 
taught the poor that they 
were a people of inherent 
worth. 

The government, sensing 
such efforts were a tangible 
threat to its authority, set out 
upon an unprecedented perse¬ 
cution of the Catholic Church. 
Thousands of priests, nuns, 
catechists, teachers, students, 
unionists, health care work¬ 
ers, doctors, nurses, and peas¬ 
ants were either threatened, 
tortured, exiled, or simply 
“disappeared” over the next 
three years, their mutilated 
remains appearing days or 
weeks later as a warning to 
others. 

Repression reached its 
zenith with the assassination 
of Archbishop Oscar Romero 
March 24th, 1980, reportedly 
ordered by Roberto D’Aubis- 
son, a leader of the ARENA 
party, which is the party in 
power in El Salvador today. 
Shortly after Romero’s death, 
civil war broke out between 
the popular resistance and the 
Salvadoran military. 

Throughout the 1980s, 


over 75,000 Salvadorans died 
as a consequence of the war. 
Hundreds of thousands were 
displaced or driven into exile 
in neighboring countries. Due 
in large part to substantial 
and continual military aid 
from the United States (at 
one point the U.S. was send¬ 
ing a million dollars a day to 
the Salvadoran military, more 
aid than any other country re¬ 
ceived from Washington at 
the time), the Salvadoran gov¬ 
ernment — being incapable of 
achieving a military victory 
over the rebels — settled in¬ 
stead for a prolonged and bit¬ 
ter stalemate in which neither 
side gained ground. 

An example of how the 
past plays a pervasive influ¬ 
ence on the present was evi¬ 
dent in Guarjila, a small town 
in the district of Chalatenan- 
go. During an AIDS work¬ 
shop at the clinic there, one of 
the three health promoters — 
a nun who had spent the last 
five years in Guarjila — was 
suddenly called away to a 
public disinterment of Sal¬ 
vadorans who had been killed 
in a massacre by the army. A 
Guarjila family was hoping to 
find the bones of their daugh¬ 
ter, but since it was a mass 
grave, there was scant hope. 

The health system(s) 

There are two health sys¬ 
tems in El Salvador: the “offi¬ 
cial” one is under the control 
of the Ministry of Health, and 
the other is a system orga¬ 
nized during the years of the 
war by grassroots communi¬ 
ties. Where the Ministry of 
Health tends to focus its at¬ 
tention on the development of 
private medical care and 
state-run hospitals that are too 
costly for most Salvadorans — 
and often inefficient, to boot — 
the non-governmental clinics 
direct their energies toward 
the training of health care 
promoters who work in their 
own communities. Most are 
women under 30, possessing 
remedial skills in reading and 
writing. 

Despite this lack of formal 
training, they are impressive¬ 


ly knowledgeable and experi¬ 
enced regarding health care 
concerns directly affecting 
their communities. They are 
also — more to the point — less 
expensive than hospitals. 

One example, according to 
Emma Landaverde, a physi¬ 
cian and administrator at 
CRIPDES (for the “Christian 
Committee for the Displaced 
of El Salvador”), is that at 
Hospital Rosales, a pregnant 
woman would have to pay 40 
colones (on the average, two 
weeks’ salary) for delivery, or 
60 colones if there are compli¬ 
cations — as there often are, 
owing to the poor state of 
health of Salvadoran women. 
If the woman is unable to pay, 
she is kept on the premises 
until an equivalent amount of 
her blood is taken to cover 
the cost of the bill. 

The price for seeing a pri¬ 
vate physician is, on the aver¬ 
age, 160 colones — far beyond 
tlje reach of most Salvado¬ 
rans, who usually earn about 
20 colones (the equivalent of 
about $2) a week. 

Another example of the 
tension existing between the 
Ministry of Health and the 
grassroots health clinics is the 
issue of vaccinations. While 
the Ministry of Health does 
provide vaccination programs 
for children, it does not pay 
for them, nor does it attempt 
to defray the costs for low in¬ 
come families. In 1992 the 
cost for vaccinations for a 
child ran at 25 colones; in the 
space of several months it 
was raised to 100 colones. 
Only after protest and peti¬ 
tioning by CRIPDES and oth¬ 
er clinics was the original 
price restored. But, as the 
wage figures quoted above 
show, even 25 colones ex¬ 
ceeds the limits of most fam¬ 
ilies’ budgets. 

Now that the war has end¬ 
ed, many doctors who had 
worked in guerilla-held terri¬ 
tory and with the guerillas di¬ 
rectly are now finding it diffi¬ 
cult to resettle. The relation¬ 
ship between the Ministry of 
Health and the popular resis-

tance seems to be one of tug- 
of-war, in which each side 
seeks to establish its own vi¬ 
sion of a post-war health care 
system in El Salvador. Al¬ 
though the grassroots clinics 
have recently been recognized 
and legalized by the govern¬ 
ment, there is an attempt on 
the part of some Ministry of¬ 
ficials to reorganize these clin¬ 
ics administratively, placing 
their own people (from the 
ruling ARENA party) in posi¬ 
tions currently occupied by 
members of the resistance. 

Thus far the attempts have 
met with failure; members of 
the resistance believe that if 
ARENA people begin direct¬ 
ing clinics that operate in ter¬ 
ritories once held by guerillas, 
they will also act as intelli¬ 
gence-gatherers for the securi¬ 
ty forces. Another fear is that 
the successes accomplished 
by these health clinics will be 
credited not to the health pro¬ 
moters who have done all the 
work but to the ARENA par¬ 
ty, further legitimizing the 
government’s overall health 
care agenda. 

AIDS in El Salvador 

The Ministry of Health has 
promoted various AIDS me¬ 
dia campaigns, such as bill¬ 
boards and slogans painted 
on highway overpasses. One 
such slogan reads “Vida Sin 
SIDA” (“Live without AIDS”). 
Similar ads run on radio and 
television, in an attempt to 
spark public awareness or the 
epidemic. But judging from 
conversations with health 
care professionals and lay 
people — who comprise pre¬ 
cisely the audience that the 
ads are directed at — the cam¬ 
paign isn’t working very well. 

Actual behavioral changes 
necessary to prevent the 
spread of AIDS have not occur¬ 
red on any nationwide 
scale, according to promoters 
who are very familiar with 
the behaviors and habits of 
their patients. The ads them¬ 
selves are often treated as a 
joke; AIDS is perceived as a 
foreign problem having little 
relevance to Salvadoran 
reality. 

High risk factors and situ¬ 
ations presently existing in El 
Salvador will, unless altered, 
contribute significantly to the 
spread of the epidemic. One 
is the promiscuity practised 
by heterosexual men. 

According to Berta Diaz, 
an administrator at Plan Inter¬ 
national (an agency that works 
with shantytown inhabitants 
in improving sewer systems 
and sanitary water sources) 
many communities are run by 
women. In one such communi¬ 
ty we visited, most of the hus¬ 
bands and fathers of families 
had run off, leaving their 
wives to care for their chil¬ 
dren. The remaining men of¬ 
ten sleep around with different 
women in the community,, 
rarely practising safe sex. 
Such a situation is a disaster 
waiting to happen should one 
or these men or women be¬ 
come infected with HIV. 

Another risk factor is the 
Catholic hierarchy’s prohibi¬ 
tion against condom use (al¬ 
though this prohibition — from 
my observation — is not advo¬ 
cated by health care practition¬ 
ers, even if the practitioners in 
question are members of the 
clergy). As one nun, a pediatri¬ 
cian in Chalatenango, put it, 
what the. bishops say and what 
nuns and priests say are two 
separate matters. 

The machismo in Salvado¬ 
ran society also poses a risk: 
Salvadoran men dislike con¬ 
doms and fear that they inter¬

ters. CRIPDES acts as a refer¬ 


fere with their masculinity. 
Safe sex guidelines, more of¬ 
ten than not, are taught to 
women, who are not socially 
in a strong enough position to 
prevail upon men the need for 
altering their sexual behavior. 
This problem has yet to be 
successfully resolved. 

The most complex risk fac¬ 
tor in terms of HIV control is 
the contradictory homophobia 
that exists in Salvadoran soci¬ 
ety: contradictory because 
there is such a sizable gay and 
bisexual population in San 
Salvador — and in the country¬ 
side — but there are no open or 
underground gay rights groups 
(with the exception of one les¬ 
bian organization in the capi¬ 
tal). Thus there is no central 
place to begin educational out¬ 
reach. 

Often, Salvadoran gay men 
have wives and families as a 
'means of deflecting attention 
away from themselves, or sim¬ 
ply because society requires 
marriage. This places them 
(and their families) in a precar¬ 
ious position if the man has 
unsafe sex with an infected in¬ 
dividual. Since he is married, 
he has no way of explaining to 
his wife why they should prac¬ 
tice safe sex. This is also true 
of men with mistresses, but 
there is more social allowance 
for the latter case. Such al¬ 
lowance is in short supply for 
married gay men. 

Outreach to the gay com¬ 
munity will take patience and 
time. Until Salvadoran gays 
obtain some sense of safety 
and security — at least enough 
to respond to educational 
work — accurate assessment of 
statistics will remain impossi¬ 
ble. And this, in turn, will 
leave many lives at risk for 
HIV infection. 

Most statistical information 
about AIDS in El Salvador is 
confusing, misleading, and in¬ 
accurate. The ELISA test for 
HIV antibodies costs 90 colo- 
nes (a month’s wages) through 
the Salvadoran Red Cross. 
Since so few Salvadorans can 
afford that, any accounting of 
HIV-positive cases can only be 
an estimate, based upon sus¬ 
pect existing data. This is also 
true of AIDS cases, since the 
symptoms of AIDS are often 
misdiagnosed as signs of com¬ 
mon diseases, particularly in 
the more rural communities. 

According to the Pan-Amer¬ 
ican Health Organization, the 
American division of the 
World Health Organization, 
seven cases of AIDS were re¬ 
ported in El Salvador until 
1986. In 1987 the number was 
16; there were 72 reported cas¬ 
es in 1989; 54 cases in 1990; 
131 in 1991; and 68 in 1992. 
That pattern is unusual, since 
most countries have reported a 
continual ascension of AIDS. 
The inconsistancy in El Sal¬ 
vador is probably due to the 
war’s interference with accu¬ 
rate case reporting. 

The total number of cases 
recorded through September 
1992 is 382; the total number 
of deaths is 111. Compared 
with other Central American 
countries — Nicaragua having 
the fewest cases in 1992 (31 ac¬ 
cumulative) and Honduras 
having the most (1,976) — El 
Salvador fits somewhere in 
the middle. Many explanations 
are possible for this disparity 
of numbers. In the case of 
Honduras, some speculate that 
the massive U.S. troop pres¬ 
ence has served as a primary 
means of disease gradient 
crossing. That theory would 
be supported by the example 
of the Philippines, where U.S. 
bases serve as a major area of 
AIDS transmission. 

In the case of Nicaragua, 
which had an incidence rate of 


less than one percent until 
1990, the low infection rate 
may be due to the lack of im¬ 
migration or disease gradient 
crossings throughout the war 
years. It also may be due to 
the successful AIDS education 
program conducted by the 
Sandinistas and operated 
through Managua’s gay com¬ 
munity. Through that pro¬ 
gram, condoms and literature 
were distributed to gays, 
teenagers, and prostitutes, but 
was dismantled after the elec¬ 
tion of Violeta Chamorro. 

Between 1989 and 1992, the 
incidence rate in Nicaragua in¬ 
creased from 0.5 percent to 3.3 
percent. The return of already 
infected Nicaraguans from ex¬ 
ile abroad, after the Contra 
war, may also explain this 
rapid escalation in numbers. 
When seen in such a context, 


the same pattern may erupt in 
El Salvador, which also has 
seen an increase of returning 
exiles from abroad who may 
or may not be already infected 
with HIV. 

CRIPDES and MCS 

Three clinics so far have ex¬ 
pressed a strong interest in the 
establishment of a project such 
as the Oscar Romero AIDS 
Project. All are located in San 
Salvador, but have links to ru¬ 
ral clinics in provinces like 
Chalatenango. The clinics are 
CRIPDES, MCS, and PRO- 
VIDA. 

CRIPDES has served 
marginal communities for the 
past three years. It is com¬ 
prised of physicians, nurses, 
health promoters, students, 
and church affiliated people in¬ 
volved with health care mat¬ 


ral center for the poor, direct¬ 
ing them to low cost services 
wherever possible. For outpa¬ 
tient concerns and minor 
surgery, CRIPDES is able to 
help poor clients without refer¬ 
ral. These services include a 
pharmacy, an examination 
room, a gynecology clinic, and 
a small room for surgery. 

The agency is also interest¬ 
ed in incorporating Eastern 
models of medical practice, 
which tend to be less costly 
than lengthy hospital stays or 
reliance upon synthetic drugs. 
Some of these Eastern treat¬ 
ments include Chinese ac- 
cupuncture, Chinese herbal¬ 
ism, massage treatment, and 
electropressure therapy (a vari¬ 
ant of acupuncture techniques).

Philippines Military Academy: 
Women are Okay; Gays are Not

For the first time since its 
establishment in 1905, the 
Philippine Military Academy 
(PMA) — the counterpart of 
America’s West Point — has 
accepted fourteen women 
into its corps of cadets. It is a 
move that is being closely 
watched by other Asian na¬ 
tions which have maintained 
all-male military institutions. 
But the head of this premiere 
school for military officers in 
the former U.S. colony has 
said that both the Academy 
and the Philippine Armed 
Forces are not ready to accept 
gays and lesbians. 

Rear Admiral Virgilio 
Marcelo said that like in the 


U.S., homosexuality was pro¬ 
hibited by military regula¬ 
tions and that “PMA’s macho 
culture” is so strong that gays 
who manage to enter the elite 
academy end up leaving be¬ 
cause of peer pressure. In the 
past, the academy had made 
news headlines because of re¬ 
ports of “hazing” of plebes by 
upperclass cadets. 

The issue of gays and les¬ 
bians in the Philippine mili¬ 
tary has especially become a 
hot topic because of current 
hearings in the U.S. Congress 
about President Clinton’s pro¬ 
posal to lift the ban on gays 
in the military. 

In a recent interview with 
the local press, Marcelo was 
asked the hypothetical ques¬ 


tion of what happens should 
one or more of the 14 women 
cadets turn out to be lesbian. 
The PMA superintendent 
replied by saying, “First of 
all, there must be a manifesta¬ 
tion of them being lesbian. 
Once they are found to be les¬ 
bian, then due process gets 
into the system.” He added 
that if a lesbian “fraternizes 
with a lady cadet and their 
behavior is that it no longer 
conforms with regulations, 
then they will earn demerits 
in conduct.” 

“If she does that very often 
she will accumulate demerits 
which would eventually make 
her deficient in conduct. That 
is a cause for her to be dis¬ 
missed.” ▼ 
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El Salvador 
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to build a laboratory, since 
sending tests to government 
labs is too expensive, thereby 
possibly making the HIV test 
available to people on lower 
incomes. One immediate op¬ 
tion, in the absense of such a 
clinic at the moment, is to es¬ 
tablish an HIV test fund 
through the Red Cross, mak¬ 
ing it accessible to anyone. Un¬ 
fortunately, the problem there 
would be in the lack of confi¬ 
dentiality and the absence of 
guaranteed privacy. Still, the 
Red Cross fund could be a 
short term measure that 
would be replaced eventually 
by HIV tests provided through 
a fully operational lab at the 
CRIPDES clinic; 

Another ongoing project is 
to encourage marginal and ru¬ 
ral communities to use natural 
medicines, which are far more 
accessible than synthetic med¬ 
ications and are often more ef¬ 
fective for minor ailments. 

The volume of patients has 
increased from 250 patients a 
month to 435 patients in 
March 1993 alone. This is due 
in large part to the worsening 
economic situation; over 50 
percent of the Salvadoran 
work force is unemployed. As 
state-run hospitals and private 
physicians continue to raise 
the cost of their services, more 
and more Salvadorans are 
finding themselves totally de¬ 
pendent upon the service of¬ 
fered by clinics like CRIP¬ 
DES. There is, of course, the 
ongoing danger that such a 
large need may deplete the 
clinic’s resources to the point 
of exhaustion, but that has yet 
to happen. 

MCS, or the comunidades 
de marginales, is another clin¬ 
ic/agency that trains health 
promoters who work in shan¬ 
tytowns in San Salvador. 

My first workshop took 
place through MCS at the 
Paroquia de Maria de los Po- 
bres, a church that also served 
as a community resource cen¬ 
ter. The shantytown was in 
the midst of a ravine, built 
around abandoned railroad 
tracks, and was comprised of 
many houses built of non-rein- 
forced mud walls and tin 
roofs, on unpaved streets piled 
with trash. There was no 
sewage system and only a few 
questionable sources of com¬ 
munity drinking water. 

The questions asked were 
pretty much the same as ques¬ 
tions asked in workshops in 
the United States: is oral sex 
safe; is HIV spread through 
mosquitoes, razors, or tooth¬ 
brushes; what are the chances 
an infected mother will pass 
HIV on to her unborn child; 
and so on. I was surprised by 
the absence of hostility, preju¬ 
dice or reticence in terms or 
the discussion on AIDS and is¬ 
sues relating to AIDS. 

The promoters asked me to 
return soon to conduct more 
workshops and were very hap¬ 
py with the materials I had 
brought; they requested more 
materials if possible. 


PRO VIDA and CCR 

While unable to meet with 
PRO-VIDA administrators or 
promoters during my visit 
(their offices were closed for 
Holy Week) they have repeat¬ 
edly expressed a strong inter¬ 
est in developing an AIDS ed¬ 
ucational program. They, like 
CRIPDES and MCS, function 
as a community resource cen¬ 
ter for medical treatment, ed¬ 
ucation, and/or referral. 

CCR is the governing body 
that organized the village of 
Guarjila in Chalatenango, site 
of my second workshop. The 
CCR has close links to CRIP¬ 
DES and PRO-VIDA in the 
Salvadoran capital and, like 
the other agencies, CCR’s 
medical system was developed 
under conditions of war. The 
clinic in Guarjila is operated 
by Sister Ana, a pediatrician 
who fills in as a general prac¬ 
titioner and surgeon on occa¬ 
sion. The village was estab¬ 
lished by repatriated refugees 
who were returning from 
camps in Mesa Grande, Hon¬ 
duras, in 1987. During its first 
years, the clinic’s focus was di¬ 
rected towards treating in¬ 
juries caused by land mines 
planted by the military in 
fields once used for crops. 

In recent months the clinic 
has been busy trying to avert a 
catastrophe around the cholera 
epidemic which has already 
resulted in over 2,000 cases in 
the country at large. Guarjila 
has experienced only two cas¬ 
es of cholera to date, neither of 
which were fatalities. 

Several suggestions about 
materials that would be most 
effective were made during 
the workshop. Silk screen ma¬ 
terials are very useful for pro¬ 
moters who like to develop 
their own AIDS literature. 
Also, any visual aids from 
slides to videos are effective, 
since the majority of inhabi¬ 
tants at most possess remedial 
reading skills. And finally, any 
skits or plays that can be de¬ 
veloped out of existing materi¬ 
als or adaptations that could 
fit a more Salvadoran, rural 
context have — I was told — the 
most impact on peoples’ con¬ 
sciousness, since theatre in¬ 
volves them in ways that lec¬ 
tures do not. 

Areas where the supplies I 
brought were shown to be de¬ 
ficient in terms of effective¬ 
ness were mostly because of 
differences in Salvadoran and 
in Chicano speech and situa¬ 
tions. Also, safe sex cards in¬ 
struct individuals in condom 
use, but only show an excerpt¬ 
ed picture of the male geni¬ 
talia. Most campesinos, accord¬ 
ing to Salvadoran health work¬ 
ers, would be unable to identi¬ 
fy such pictures unless they 
are placed in the context of 
the whole body. They strongly 
suggested future safe sex 
guides take that into consider¬ 
ation. 

It may sound overly opti¬ 
mistic, but with enough safe 
sex guides, enough condoms, 
enough interest, and enough 
energy, perhaps the AIDS 
tragedy that has devastated so 
many other lands may be 
averted in El Salvador. ▼

A s a nephew of the late 
Admiral Hyman G. 
Rickover, “father of 
the nuclear Navy” and 
mentor to ex-President Jimmy 
Carter, I object on his behalf 
to Senator Sam Nunn’s re¬ 
cent homophobic shenanigans 
aboard a nuclear submarine. 
While the senator was asking 
for a show of hands of sailors 
who’d resign if open gays 
were allowed, the ongoing 
Helvey case was being heard 
in Yokosuka. The slayer of 
Alan Schindler swapped his 
compliance with a quick and 
uninformative trial in return 
for a promise of light punish¬ 
ment. And soon after Nunn’s 
visit the remarkable Colonel 
Peck testified that, as much 
as he loved his openly gay 
son, he’d never let him serve 
in the army for fear the 
troops would “frag” him. 

Taken together these three 
events suggest an alarming 
deterioration of military disci¬ 
pline. While I doubt that my 
Uncle Hymie would have 
much sympathy for gay navy 
personnel (currently tagged 
“Clinton Sailors” by their het- 
ero peers) I know he would 
deplore the demoralizing ef¬ 
fect this heavy-handed witch¬ 
hunt is having on his beloved 
submarine corps. 

That my uncle was an ex¬ 
traordinary perfectionist is 
amply documented by the 
strong market value enjoyed 
by Rickover-trained “Nuclear 
Admirals.” Men (there were 
no women) who learned to 
command a Nuclear subma¬ 
rine under his supervision can 
today command million-dollar 
contracts to implement safety 
programs in civilian atomic 
plants (currently struggling 
with something of a public 
confidence crisis). Uncle 
Hymie’s hand-picked cadre 
are guaranteed reliable, certi¬ 
fied as competent and incor¬ 
ruptible. 

He was the only U.S. mili¬ 
tary planner since World War 
II — or maybe ever — who 
completed his projects on 
time and under budget. Some 
of those assigned projects, 
like raising the battleships 
sunk at Pearl Harbor or de¬ 
signing a fleet of huge, expen¬ 
sive, and vulnerable aircraft 
carriers, were dubious 
achievements. 

But he always took a spe¬ 
cial and personal interest in 
the subs, and during the three 
decades of his tenure (from 
the early 50s, when he de¬ 
signed the first nuclear sub¬ 
marines, to Reagan’s inaugu¬ 
ration) every commander of 
one — Jimmy Carter, most no¬ 
toriously — was personally 
screened and trained by him 
(and frankly Carter looks bet¬ 
ter and better to me as time 
goes by). Hymie insisted that 
the extraordinary danger in¬ 
volved in operating a nuclear 
submarine, and the impor¬ 
tance of their task (most of 
them carry atomic missiles) 
required elite crews run with 
iron-clad discipline. 

Iowa defense 

So I know that he’d have 
waxed furious at the sight of 
the portly, bellicose Senator 
Nunn squeezing aboard one 
of his sleek nuclear subs and, 
essentially, having the sailors 


vote on gays in the ranks. 
Since when are the rank and 
file polled for their opinions 
on anything? Were battalions 
en route to Viet Nam asked 
how they felt about it? If a 
some particularly bigoted 
sailors refuse to serve with 
someone they think is gay (or 
Black, or atheist, or female), 
isn’t it best for everyone in¬ 
volved — their victims, the 
military and the bigots — if 
they’re simply encouraged to 
resign? I know my Uncle 
Hymie would encourage such 
a carper to seek civilian life, 
and shudder to think of the 
language he would likely use 
to express this view (we can’t 
print such Sailor talk here: 
this is a family paper). 

The Helvey case adds to 
this impression that discipline 
is going to hell and that mob 
rule increasingly reigns on 
the U.S. Navy’s ships. The 
Navy has stalled, stonewalled, 
and covered-up the events 
leading up to the queer-bash¬ 
ing death of sailor Allan 
Schindler last November. 
When the media at last ex¬ 
posed the affair they tried to 
deflect it with an “Iowa De¬ 
fense.” 

When the battleship Iowa’s 
forward turret exploded dur¬ 
ing maneuvers in 1991, killing 
nearly thirty men, the Navy 
initially insisted that this was 
the deliberate and vengeful 
result of a homosexual affair 
gone sour. They backed off 
this implausible story when 
the parents of the accused 
(and conveniently dead) sailor 
sued the Navy to clear his 
name (of the homosexual 
taint, I assume). It turns out 
that the Navy was knowingly 
using aged, obsolete, and dan¬ 
gerous ammunition. 

Applied to the Schindler 
case, the “Iowa Defense” 
took the form of claiming that 
Helvey, too, was homosexual 
and an ex-lover of Schindler! 
Thus the case would be one 
of murderous homosexual 
passion rather than one of vi¬ 
olent homophobia and/or 
Navy cover-ups. Alas, Helvey 
couldn’t pass lie detector tests 
on the above assumptions and 
the Navy reverted to threat¬ 
ening him with the death 
penalty unless he pleaded 
guilty — quickly and silently — 
to a lesser charge. (And 
Helvey is using the classic 
closet case alibi: “I was so 
drunk that I can’t remember 
a thing.”) It’s almost as though 
the Navy, barred by the 
scrutiny of the ongoing de¬ 
bate on gays in the military 
from direct action, is passive¬ 
ly encouraging grassroots 
bashing as an alternative en¬ 
forcement of its policy. 

Fragging, fratricide, and 
friendly fire 

The testimony of Colonel 
Peck to Nunn’s committee 
tells a parallel tale of violent 
homophobia in the army. 
Peck’s son, a moderately 
open and politically conserva¬ 
tive gay student, was “outed” 
to the Colonel a couple of 
days before his scheduled 
Senate testimony by an ob¬ 
scure Queer National who re¬ 
sented the younger Peck’s re¬ 
cent ravings against militant 
homosexuals. Peck the 
younger disdains the Queers 
because they “inhibit diversi¬ 
ty” — although this crusader 


for diversity also deplores the 
visible presence of transsexu¬ 
als and leather types in the 
movement! 

The “outing” was an at¬ 
tempt to punish him for this 
hypocrisy, but it boomer- 
anged when Colonel Dad re¬ 
sponded by testifying to the 
Senate about discovering his 
son’s homosexuality, reaffirm¬ 
ing his love and respect for 
his son, and his reluctant con¬ 
clusion that even so he 
wouldn’t want him in the mil¬ 
itary for fear that his son’s 
comrades would kill him. For 
some reason this confession 
of murderous indiscipline was 
considered a final “nail in the 
coffin” for the notion of lifting 
the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 


(Peck the Younger is cur¬ 
rently working the talk-show 
circuit to his great profit — “I 
love my dad, even if he has 
just shot the bottom out of 
the gay rights agenda” — and 
has become an over-night Of¬ 
ficial Representative of the 
Gay Movement. The Queer 
National who “outed” re-

mains anonymous and power¬ 
less, and the affair probably 
aided the cause he sought to 
impair. Would-be outers 
please take note!) 

Whatever one thinks of 
gays serving openly in the 
armed services, no serious 
military institution can afford 
to take such a soft stand on 


the issue of “fragging” (the 
practice of shooting disliked 
officers from behind as they 
lead troops into battle) or frat¬ 
ricide. Our military leaders 
confess that they are aware of 
such tendencies in the ranks 
but decline to address them 
when they pertain to gays. 

This is in notable contrast 
to the Pentagon’s suddenly 
feminist program on women 
in the armed services. The 
“Tailhookers” — naval aviators 
who raped their female peers 
at the last (ever?) Tailhook 
convention — got surprisingly 
stiff sentences and the Navy’s 
crack demonstration squad¬ 
ron, the Blue Angels, was 
grounded for a month when 
their commander was sus-

A Memorial Weekend Re¬

“It’s extremely upsetting for 
all of us to witness the so- 
called hearings conducted by 
the Senate and realize that 
we are on trial with the Sen¬ 
ate as prosecutor, judge, and 
jury — and we never get to 
testify. 



“This ceremony is our way 
of testifying about the issue.” 

Speakers for the event will 
include Liz Hendrichson of 
the National Center For Les¬ 
bian Rights and Mitzi Hen¬ 
derson, National President of 
Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays. Written state¬ 
ments from Keith Meinhold, 
a Navy petty officer ordered 
reinstated following his dis¬ 
charge from the US Navy last 
year, and. Jose Zuniga, an 


Army Sergeant who was 
stripped of his rank and dis¬ 
charged in retaliation for 
coming out after being named 
1993 Sixth Army Soldier of 
the Year, will also be read. 

Also speaking at the event 
will be former military per¬ 
sonnel including Pat Norman, 
Mike Vallejo, Gypsy Tucker, 
and others. 

The event is sponsored by 
a variety of groups, including 
the Alexander Hamilton post 
of the American Legion, the 
Bay Area Military Freedom 
Project, and the San Francis¬ 
co Chapter of Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation.

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Lyon-Martin Clinic 
Director Resigns

Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services announced 
this week that a search is on 
for a new executive director 
to replace Marj Plumb, who 
resigned effective August 1. 
Plum had held the post for 
more than three years of 
growth-oriented leadership. 

Lyon-Martin, a non-profit 
organization employing 27 
staff members, provides pri¬ 
mary medical care for women 
through a community clinic, 
health education and outreach 
program, and free compre¬ 
hensive HIV services. 

Plumb is leaving the agency 
for reasons partly personal 
and partly to become closer 
to direct service. “In terms of 
my professional life I feel 
very strongly about providing 
services to populations at 
risk,” she told the Bay Area 
Reporter ; “but I want to take 
a look at another type of posi¬ 
tion in organizations that I 
could fill, which would get 
me closer to direct service 
and away from the bean 
counting. I’m tired. In smaller 
agencies, I’ve been closer to 
the front lines.” 

Under Plumb’s guidance 
Lyon-Martin founded six new 
programs to serve broader 
multi-cultural community 
needs, including free HIV ser¬ 
vices for women, from anony¬ 
mous testing to case manage¬ 
ment; The Last Drag, smok¬ 
ing cessation for lesbians, gay 
men, bisexuals, and persons 
with HIV; LYFE, peer sup¬ 
port for lesbian, gay male, bi¬ 
sexual, and questioning 
youth; Support Services for 
Mothers, including substance 
abuse prevention; Peer Safer 
Sex Slut Team (PSSST), safe 
sex outreach to lesbian bars 
and clubs; and Voices and 
Choices, an HIV prevention 
outreach to African-American 
women in public housing. 

In addition to providing 
primary health care, Lyon- 
Martin has become able to co¬ 
sponsor support groups for 
Lesbians with Cancer, Wom¬ 
en with Disabilities and Peo¬ 
ple with CFIDS since it has 
moved into its new expanded 
Market Street location. 

The clinic was founded at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal in 1979 by Dr. Patty 
Robinson and Sharon Mills, a 
nurse practitioner, when 
Robinson discovered that les¬ 
bians were not getting the fre¬ 
quency of health care needed, 
as indicated by the infrequen¬ 
cy of pap smears obtained in 
comparison with heterosexual 


women. The clinic was 
named in honor of Del Mar¬ 
tin and Phyllis Lyon, long¬ 
time San Francisco lesbian 
activists. Lyon-Martin is one 
of the few surviving women’s 
clinics left in the United 
States. In the 1980’s over 
1,000 women’s clinics thrived, 
but the number today has 
been reduced to roughly 100. 
About 75 percent of clinic pa¬ 
tients make less than $10,000 
per year, and receive services 
for 40 to 50 percent off. 

According to Plumb, “Lyon- 
Martin would like to make 
these services available at an 
even lower cost. The problem 
is that women’s clinics, les¬ 
bian and gay clinics, and clin¬ 
ics for people over 60 are not 
funded by the federal govern¬ 
ment. The current regulations 
read that clinics that serve 
women only discriminate, by 
not serving men, instead of 
seeing women as a population 
at need. 

“We have been in contact 
with [U.S. Health and Human 
Services] Secretary [Donna] 
Shalala over the past month 
and she has indicated support 
to look into the situation. If 
that occurs, then we would be 
able to provide even lower 
cost services. Even though 75 
percent of our clients are eli¬ 
gible for free services at the 
public health department, 
they come here because of 
the type of services we can 
provide. 

“The only funding for 
women’s health is family 
planning funding,” she contin¬ 
ued, “so if you are not a fam¬ 
ily planning clinic, and you 
are a clinic that believes you 
should provide more than just 
gynecological care, you are 
not part of the federal fund¬ 
ing stream. I would encour¬ 
age those members of the 
community who make dona¬ 
tions and have the financial 
wherewithal, to really make 
sure they consider the pro¬ 
grams they are supporting, 
and push themselves to iden¬ 
tify organizations like Lyon- 
Martin that are providing 
needed services to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Plumb discussed the 
changes in the executive di¬ 
rector position in non-profit 
agencies in the last ten years. 
“There is more pressure on 
doing fundraising,” she said, 
“while the money has tight¬ 
ened up and expenditures are 
increasing. There’s also more 
pressure in terms of contract 
monitoring, accounting super¬ 
vision, and personnel admin¬ 
istration. Ten years ago

wrongful termination suits 
weren’t even thought of in 
the non-profit community, 
and now we are constantly 
getting educated from our at¬ 
torneys as to what we can 
and cannot do.” 

Plumb discussed some of 
the changes in health care 
funding right now, in terms 
of contracts management that 
have been in the media, and 
Shanti in particular. “ I would 
like the community to know 
that it’s an easier story to 
write that two people 
screwed up and that’s what 
the problem is. The harder 
story to write is the changes 
in contracts management, ac¬ 
counting procedures, and in¬ 
creases of expenses, yet the 
contracts and fundraising 
don’t increase.” 

According to Plumb, who 
holds a Masters degree in 
Non-Profit Administration, 
“It’s very, very complicated to 
be a non-profit administrator 
today. You are dealing with 
people who are monitoring 
your contracts, not machines, 
not a rule book, so one day 
they say billing one-twelfth 
[of the annual allotment, as 
Shanti did] is fine, and that’s 
what we want you to do. 
Then the next month, they 
say bill us actual [expenses], 
and you have to be able to 
take a very complicated ac¬ 
counting system and change 
it. 

“We have people here who 
are funded by five different 
contracts. Then you have 
somebody leave, and you 
have an opening for three 
months, and you have to 
modify five contracts because 
five contracts pay that salary. 
It’s a helluva way to fund 
health care. The system really 
needs to be looked into.” 

As for the right kind of 
person for the job, she 
says, “We are looking for 
someone who understands 
fund accounting, contracts ad¬ 
ministration, personnel man¬ 
agement, and is familiar with 
lesbian and women’s health 
issues, and who has a dynam¬ 
ic personality. You need 
someone in this position who 
can speak at conferences, 
meet with major donors, talk 
with clients, and work with 
the staff. We are very lucky 
here. We have an incredibly 
great staff. It’s very diverse-60 
percent lesbian, 40 percent 
heterosexual, 50 percent 
women of color, half of the 
management team is women 
of color, the age range is 20 to 
50, so the e.d. has the oppor¬ 
tunity when doing program 
management, development 
and evaluation, to really uti¬ 
lize an incredibly competent 
and diverse staff, to make 
sure these programs are re¬ 
flective of the communities 
we are entrusted to serve.”

ate anymore protected class¬ 
es” the Anchorage, Alaska, 
City Assembly (city council) 
last week repealed a gay 
rights law that bans bias 
against city workers on the 
basis of sexual orientation. 

But in Massachusetts, Har¬ 
vard University announced 
this week it will extend 
health insurance coverage to 
the partners and children of 
its gay and lesbian faculty 
and staff members; the cover¬ 
age for ‘‘same-sex domestic 
partnerships equivalent to 
marriage” may be available as 
early as the next benefit en¬ 
rollment in November, but to 
qualify, couples must register 
in Cambridge or another city 
that recognizes same-sex mar¬ 
riages. 

Louise Stoll of Berkeley, 
nominated by Clinton this 
week as assistant secretary of 
transportation, works in the 
city and has a lot of San Fran¬ 
cisco friends. 

Meanwhile, the local Re¬ 
publican organization is re¬ 
portedly fretting over their re¬ 
cent loss of new members, 
etc., (seems many went for 
Ross Perot and — worse yet — 
even Bill Clinton last Novem¬ 
ber). Chris Bowman, one of 
the gay community’s most re¬ 
spected activists, and a local 
GOP bigshot, is quoted in a re¬ 
cent newspaper column as say¬ 
ing, “we want to find out why 
disaffected Republicans didn’t 
support George Bush.” That 
one’s easy, Chris — just go 
back and take another look at 
some of those Houston Con¬ 
vention videos, particularly 
those with Pat Buchanan, the 
party’s new darling. 

And the Quote of the Week 
is from Senator Barbara Box¬ 
er, in responding to Jesse 
Helms’s vicious attack on As¬ 
sistant Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development nom¬ 
inee Roberta Achtenberg: 
“She’s not a mean person. 
She’s a good person. ... The 
senator from North Carolina 
might be surprised at how 
many people think he’s a

ti Project with kid gloves by 
supporters of the agency 
AIDS Indigent Direct Ser¬ 
vices. A.I.D.S. has also mis¬ 
managed government con¬ 
tracts, but involving less than 
$500,000. The city took com¬ 
plete financial control over 
the agency, which it did not 
do to Shanti. 

“They’ve been given a 
golden parachute to jump 
from while they sort out their 
problems,’’ said A.I.D.S. 
board member A1 Cunning¬ 
ham. “I wish the AIDS Office 
would have afforded the 
[A.I.D.S.] board a dialogue as 
it did with Shanti.” 

Katz said that absorbing 
Shanti’s 144-bed program into 
new agencies will be difficult, 
and that Shanti’s board is co¬ 
operating with the AIDS Of¬ 
fice. The agency provides 
PWAs with emergency shel¬ 
ter, long-term housing, and 
transitional housing for peo¬ 
ple between residences. No 
other San Francisco agency 
has experience with all three 
types of housing. 

“The reality is that these 
contracts need to be with an 
agency with experience,” said 
Katz. “There are administra¬ 
tive responsibilities that must 
be dealt with, and tenant/ 
landlord relations, and eviction 
procedures.” 

Negotiations regarding the 
takeover of Shanti’s housing 
contracts will begin next 
week and be completed with¬ 
in six weeks, said Katz. Any 
San Francisco AIDS organi¬ 
zation with experience at pro¬ 
viding housing services will 
be invited to attend the meet¬ 
ings, in addition to groups 
that provide housing for non- 
AIDS patients. 

In June, organizations can 
apply for the various Shanti 
contracts. The HIV Planning 
Council will award the grants 
no later than the first week of 
July, followed by a two- to 
four-month period of transi¬ 
tion from Shanti to new agen¬ 
cies. 

“We will work out the im¬ 
plementation in the least dis¬ 
ruptive way possible,” said 
Katz. “Because Shanti has 
emergency, transitional, and 
permanent housing, this 


might make it difficult. 
Clients could wind up going 
to several different agencies.” 

Katz said AIDS housing 
providers might be asked to 
voluntarily participate in an 
“umbrella organization,” so 
that PWAs could more conve¬ 
niently work with several 
housing providers at once. 

Shanti does not accept ac¬ 
tive substance abusers as 
clients. Katz said it would be 
preferable if the contracts 
went to organizations with 
separate programs for both 
current and former drug-users 
and non-users, so the PWA 
wouldn’t be evicted for hav¬ 
ing a substance relapse. 

“It would be better to use 
this time to improve the 
whole system, rather than 
look at this as an agency on 
probation and try to work 
things out way too quickly,” 
he said. 

Former clients, employees, 
and board members of 
A.I.D.S. were clearly furious 
with the AIDS Office and 
HIV Planning Council about 
what they said is the unfair 
treatment received by their 
organization compared to 
Shanti. The HIV Planning 
Council is currently in the 
process of moving a $13,000 
contract from A.I.D.S. to 
Catalano Project. The con¬ 
tract is for the money-man¬ 
agement of low-income resi¬ 
dents with symptomatic HIV 
disease. 

“Obviously, we’re being 
punished for problems the 
former executive director, but 
the problems were spotted 
and immediately cleaned up.” 
said A.I.D.S. Executive Direc¬ 
tor Audrey Doughty. 

Once the contract is moved 
on June 15, A.I.D.S. will no 
longer manage its clients so¬ 
cial security checks, but will 
continue to provide housing 
referral services. 

“My concern is the clients 
and how their daily needs can 
be met without money man¬ 
agement,” said A.I.D.S. em¬ 
ployee Bobbie Thompson. 
“When they get a check on 
the first of the month and are 
broke on the third with 28 
more days to go until the 
next check, they realize they 
need this help. I hope the 
board will reconsider this de¬ 
cision, because you can’t have 
one program without the oth¬ 
er.” ▼

and State, to the B.A.R. “But 
he never said anything last 
fall about gay issues during 
his campaign, so I’m glad he 
voted for her. We have a little 
better idea where he stands.” 

The GOP vote from 
Kansas was split. Nancy 
Kassebaum voted in favor 
and Senate Minority Leader 
Robert Dole voted against. 

“It could have been worse. 
I mean, at least we aren’t em¬ 
barrassed,” said Linda 
Starnes of the Wichita chap¬ 
ter of Parents and Friends of 
Gays and Lesbians, to the 
B.A.R. “Dole didn’t jabber ho¬ 
mophobia, and we’ve had no 
idea where Nancy is coming 
from since she voted for 
Clarence Thomas.” 

All six women Senators 
voted for Achtenberg, as did 
eight of the eleven freshmen. 

On the Democratic side, 45 
voted in favor, five against, 


and seven did not show up. 
Achtenberg supporters Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and Bill Bradley of 
New Jersey were among the 
absent. They were attending 
a reception honoring New Jer¬ 
sey governor Jim Florio. 

Perhaps most surprisingly, 
Senator Sam Nunn of Geor¬ 
gia voted for Achtenberg. As 
chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
Nunn has worked harder 
than any other Congressman 
to keep the ban of gays in the 
military. 

Vice President A1 Gore’s 
replacement to the Senate, 
Gregory Matthews, voted 
against, and so did the other 
Tennessee Democratic Sena¬ 
tor, James Sasser. Other 
Democrats voting against her 
were former Ku Klux Klan 
member Robert Byrd of West 
Virginia, Richard Shelby of 
Alabama, and Earnest 
Hollings of South Carolina. 

Anticipating Achtenberg’s 
confirmation on Saturday, 
Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Angela Alioto on Satur¬ 
day told the Harvey Milk Gay 
Lesbian Bisexual Democrat

Club that she would oppose 
any replacement that does not 
support gay and lesbian 
rights. Alioto also said she’d 
attempt to block any candi¬ 
date that doesn’t want to keep 
health care spending at its 
current level. 

Harvey Milk Club Presi¬ 
dent Kenneth Bukowski said 
the best appointment would 
be a gay Latino, since Latinos 
are presently unrepresented 
on the Board of Super¬

Palm Springs Top Year-Round 
U.S. Resort For Gays

National research among gay people in 
the U.S. has revealed they have three 
important requirements when they 
choose a resort holiday destination - 
masses of sunshine, lots of other gay 
people and plenty of local attractions 
and entertainment. Palm Springs wins 
in all three categories. 

Great weather? Not just great. Flaw¬ 
less!

Janis Ian: Out in Nashville

I t’s been 13 years since 
Janis Ian recorded her 
last album. Since that 
time, Ian lost her home 
and savings because her man¬ 
ager failed to pay her taxes, 
she got a divorce, she moved 
to Nashville from Los Ange¬ 
les to pursue her career as a 
songwriter, and, almost five 
years ago, she took a female 
lover. 

Now a woman of 42, the 
16-year-old girl who skyrock¬ 
eted to fame with “Society’s 
Child” in 1967 is a part of the 
collective consciousness of the 
boomer generation.

Robert Julian: You write so 
often, and so eloquently, 
about heartbreak, do you 
think you Ve had more than 
your share? 

Janis Ian: I don’t think I’ve 
had more than anybody else. 

I think it’s just what I’m good 
at. It took me a long time to 
admit that what I’m good at is 
writing about things that peo¬ 
ple are uncomfortable about 
within themselves. “At Seven¬ 
teen” says things many peo¬ 
ple have felt but are uncom¬ 
fortable with. I’m good at say¬ 
ing those things in a way that 
people aren’t scared by. 

Is the song “Breaking Si¬ 
lence” about your coming 
out?

In my head I’m not break¬ 
ing a big silence on that. It’s 
not a big deal for me, but it is 
for others. I’ve always been 
out to those I worked with. I 
think the song is more about 
someone who hasn’t put out a 
record in 13 years, coupled 
with just the concept of 
breaking silence. 

You say you’ve always been 
out, but you were married 
to a man. Explain. 

I married for love when I 
was 26, but I’ve always been 
attracted to women first. It’s 
hard to say how much of your 
attraction to the opposite sex 
— when you’ve always known 
you were homosexual — 
comes from just getting worn 
down by the mind set and 
constant exposure to hetero¬ 
sexuality. I married a male 
because I fell in love with 
him. 

On the other hand, anyone 
who is an outsider of any sort 
reaches a point in their life 
where they say, “My life will 
be much easier if I just go 
ahead and choose.” I chose. 
I’m no longer interested in a 
relationship with a man on 
that kind of intimate level. 

I knew I was gay from the 
time I was eight or nine. That 
didn’t preclude me from fall¬ 
ing in love with a guy — but I 


was also really worn down. 

Would you have made the 
same decision if you had 
been born 20 years later? 

It’s hard to say. I envy 
young girls growing up today, 
I think it must be much easier 
now to find a long-term stable 
lesbian relationship. I was 
married for six years and I’ve 
been with my lover for four 
and a half years now. She’s 
an archivist at a small univer¬ 
sity here in Nashville. 

Now that you’re out, do you 
see your lesbianism reflect¬ 
ed in any of your earlier 
songs? 

I can’t relate my sexuality 
to my early work, but my de¬ 
sire for intimacy is there. Any 
time you have some differ¬ 
ence from the expected norm, 
you’re either going to become 
a psychopath or a philosopher 
— there’s not a whole lot of 
room in between. Knowing I 
was gay, like knowing I was 
Jewish, made a whole lot of 
difference. 

I was raised knowing that 
if someone was being abused 
and I didn’t interfere, I would 
be abused next. My parents 
were real strong about per¬ 
sonal responsibility. 

I know Nashville very well

because my mother lives 
there, and I haven’t found it 
to be particularly tolerant of 
gay people. Have you had a 
different experience? 

I’m in the music industry 
in Nashville, and it’s amazing 
what people will forgive an 
artist. 

k.d. lang didn’t find 
Nashville so forgiving. 

But I’m a small, innocuous 
looking female, less than five 
feet tall, and that contributes 
to the tolerance level I experi¬ 
ence. Another thing that con¬ 


tributes to my not having 
problems in Nashville is that 
my relationship is long-term 
and stable — were “normal.” I 
meet a lot of people for 
whom I’m their first Jew, 
their first gay person. I find 
that, by and large — on a one- 
on-one basis — at the end of 
the day people don’t care. I 
have some people in town 
who pray for me, but I pray 
for them, too. 

I’m constantly explaining 
to people that we’re not ask¬ 
ing for special rights but for 
the same rights other people 
take for granted. A lot of my 
friends here are as embar¬ 
rassed by the fundamentalist 
right as I am. But I admit I 
would be more inclined to 
hold my lover’s hand in Santa 
Monica than in Nashville. 

Yes, but we need that more 
in Nashville than we need it 
in Santa Monica. 

And that’s the whole point 
in coming out for someone in 
my position. I write songs, 
like “At Seventeen,” that are 
not scary songs. People feel 
they know me and are not 
threatened. 

Now we need national civ¬ 
il rights legislation, like black 
people needed legislation. 
Sometimes you must force 
people to change their behav¬ 
ior before you change their 
thoughts. Ultimately, I think 
people are more concerned 
with paying their bills than 
who I sleep with. It’s impor¬ 
tant for me to come out in 
Nashville, where there’s a 
community of songwriters 
like nowhere else in the 
world. 

How about those in a posi¬ 
tion similar to yours who re¬ 
main in the closet? 

I don’t think you can deter¬ 
mine any one else’s timing. I 
think coming out when you’re 
a massive public figure, like 
some popular singers, is very 
confusing. You’ve finally got 
success, something you’ve 
dreamed about all your life, 
and a bunch of people are 
telling you you’ll blow it if 
you come out. 

My advice is, “It’s so much 
easier this way.” But you 
can’t know that until you’ve 
done it. There’s only me, 
Melissa Etheridge, and k.d. 
right now, among mainstream 
singers, who are out as les¬ 
bians — that’s discouraging. 
Sooner or later, more and 
more people will realize I’m 
not the first gay person 
they’ve met, and each and ev¬ 
ery person who comes out is 
a link in that chain. ▼

Eric Bentley's 'LaRondell' 

Inept Update

not necessarily flattering but 
humorously perceptive terms, 
playwright Bentley’s update 
seems all thumbs, wallowing 
in the sex without any sensi¬ 
bility. As far as the humor is 
concerned, all was lost in 
John Higgins’ inept staging 
and sloppy blocking — except 
for one very exaggerated or¬ 
gasm. 

The great irony of Bent¬ 
ley’s adaptation is Bentley 
himself. All across the world, 
Bentley is recognized as one 
of the great theatre scholars 
of our day. His writings are 
integral to the understanding 
of Bertolt Brecht and Kurt 
Weill; he has championed 
productions of their plays and 
even provided their first En¬ 
glish language translations. 
His perceptions and analyses 
of drama still influence con¬ 
temporary theatre, and his 
theatre criticism is outstand¬ 
ing. Yet, as far as La Ronde 
II is concerned, he possesses 
no skill as a playwright at all. 

The sexual dynamics, the 
moral dilemmas, and the 
great ironies of Schnitzler’s 
original escape him complete¬ 
ly. As each sex scene (and 
there are ten of them here) 
passes, the only interest elicit¬ 
ed comes from knowing that 
we’re moving closer to the 
end of the play. 

Lack of Life 

It is possible that Bentley 
has grasped some of the ob¬ 
jectifying and painful nature 
of the promiscuous gay world 
of that time, but any sem¬ 
blance, any spark of life has 
been thoroughly stamped out 
by Higgins and his cast. 

Specifically, each scene re¬ 
volves around a sex act. As 
orchestrated by Higgins and 
performed rather artificially 
by the cast, the sex here is 
about as interesting as trim¬ 
ming your fingernails — and 
trimming your nails takes 
longer. The sex is not so 
much hurried (this play runs 
over two hours as it is) as un¬ 
convincing, with only one ac¬ 
tor coming close to Meg Ryan 


Memories

F orget your troubles, 
come on — get happy. 
Forever Plaid is the 
feel good show you’ll 
want to take your friends to. 
This sparkling revue takes us 
to an innocent 1950s, without 
the shadow of McCarthy or 
bomb shelters.

Based on Austrian Arthur 
Schnitzler’s scandalous 1900 
play La Ronde in which ten 
heterosexual characters en¬ 
gage in a series of love affairs, 
La Ronde II takes place in 
the sexually rapacious gay 
community of the 1970s in 
which sexual trysts and one- 
night stands are the recogniz¬ 
able norm. Where Schnit¬ 
zler’s original comedy evalu¬ 
ated sex and love and ego in

in the fake orgasm depart¬ 
ment (Frank Widman in the 
final scene). 

As far as the other actors 
go, I’ll save them from the 
embarrassment of printing 
their names, but I cannot re¬ 
call one sincere moment, one 
dash of honest acting, one sol¬ 
id characterization. In fact, 


this is the most pretentious 
bad acting I have seen since I 
witnessed Jonathan Pryce 
hamming it up in Miss 
Saigon. 

However, I do pity the ac¬ 
tors. The Alcazar Loft (which 
looked and felt like the end of 
a too long office Christmas 
party) is no place to put on a 
play. By its very nature, this 
space defeats any attempt at 
intimacy. 

Bad productions are not 
criminal offenses, but stuff 
like this — with its blatant and 
unmitigated sexual idiocy — 
undermines those artists who 
employ sexuality and sex 
with purpose and integrity. 
Productions like La Ronde II 
are only fodder for our ene¬ 
mies, and that, my friends, is 
a crime. ▼

Ronnie Gilbert Triumphs as MotherJones 

Hell-Raising Woman

M ore than her im¬ 
pressive com¬ 
mand of the stage, 
more than her un¬ 
limited reserve of energy and 
dedication, more than the 
miraculous transformation 
from weak centurian to hell¬ 
raising public speaker to lov¬ 
ing mother figure, more than 
her seasoned and expressive 
voice, Ronnie Gilbert’s incar¬ 
nation of Mother Mary Harris 
Jones, union organizer ex¬ 
traordinaire is epitomized by 
the little nuances of character 
she and director Timothy 
Near utilize in Mother Jones: 
The Most Dangerous Woman 
in America, currently fea¬ 
tured by Berkeley Repertory 
at UC Berkeley’s Zellerbach 
Playhouse. 

Gilbert’s Mother Jones is a 
woman who can skip girlish¬ 
ly, lift her skirt just enough 
for a slight two-step, and slip 
a delicate hand through her 
slightly unruly white hair to 
gently replace those unsee¬ 
able strays mussed under a 
hat. When Gilbert plants her 
two feet solidly on the stage 
and thrusts her shoulders 
back, she speaks with a pow¬ 
er as firm and sure as the con¬ 
viction behind her words. 
When she takes a sip of her 
spiked tea, the warming 
charge that runs through her 
registers in a satisfied sigh. 

Mother Jones is sometimes 
sweet and charming and 
sometimes tougher them nails 
— tougher than the capitalists 
against whom she fought for 
the last 60 years of her 100- 
year life. Mother Jones was al¬ 
ways as tough as she needed 
to be to rouse the mine work¬ 
ers, mill workers, streetcar 
workers steel workers and 
any other oppressed group 
working under unacceptable 
labor conditions. And some¬ 
times she was as gentle and 
kind as she needed to be — 
with those same workers, 
their stoic wives, and their 
hungry children. Hence her 


various “roles” as Mother 
Jones, as union agitator, and 
even as “the most dangerous 
woman in America” — a title 
given to her by a West Vir¬ 
ginia prosecutor. 

When a college professor 
called her a “great humanitar¬ 
ian,” Jones corrected him im¬ 
mediately. “Get it right. I’m 
not a humanitarian. I’m a hell- 
raiser.” Or more accurately, 
as she professes in the first 
song of the show (written by 
Si Kahn, Ronnie Gilbert, and 
Libby McLaren), she is an 
“Agitator” and proud of it. 


Rousing Songs 

Gilbert sings ten songs in 
this one-woman show, big 
and lively political songs like 
“You are the ‘U’ in Union,” 
the rousing “Jail Can’t Hold 
My Body Down,” and the 
poignant “Children’s Crusade” 
(commemorating a march of 
working-class children with 
no education and gnarled 
hands from faulty factory 
equipment — a march that 
went from Philadelphia to 
President Theodore Roose¬ 
velt’s home in Oyster Bay, New 
York). 

How this woman began 
her mission and remarkable 
public life is captured in the 
song “Stitch and Sew” (by 
Kahn). After losing her hus¬ 
band and children to yellow 
fever in Tennessee, Jones 
spent a few years making 
clothes for the wealthy of 
Chicago, watching the ever- 
abused working people out 
her window and evaluating 
the great disparities in the 
lifestyles between her em¬ 
ployers and the workers. For 
this song especially, Gilbert’s 
voice is haunting, emotional, 
and complex. She reaches to 
the deepest part of her soul. 

The lines between Mother 
Jones and Ronnie Gilbert’s 
portrayal of her blur. 
Gilbert’s work here far

are by James Raitt. They 
have wisely capitalized on the 
period’s novelty numbers — 
“Lady of Spain,” “Jamaica 
Farewell,” “Undecided” — 
keeping the show up and 
prancing on its entertaining 
toes. Ballads, like “No, Not 
Much,” and “Love is a Many 
Splendored Thing,” are wise¬ 
ly rationed, and delicious spe¬ 
cial treatment is given to the 
raves of the day — like “Cry,” 
which still provides a thrill. 
I’d go to Forever Plaid every 
night of the week just to hear 
the perfect beauty of Roy Chi- 
cas’ pure falsetto on this one. 

Loose Lips 

But it’s surprising how 
tightly staged the show can 
be and still leave room for the 
personal idiosyncrasies of the 
cast. Robert Lamert plays a 
fledgling Sinatra, and David 
Benoit is a droll comedian. 
Early on I was mesmerized 
by the lush lips of bespecta¬ 
cled John Ganun as he moved 
them around making that cav¬ 
ernous sound basses make. 
Then I was scandalized at the 
deliciously obscene moment 


when he gets them stuck in 
the spindle hole of a 45 rpm 
record. But bantam-weight 
Chicas stole my heart, with 
his bee-stung lips, Eddie Can¬ 
tor eyes, and laser-like high 
voice. 

There’s a lot of camp in 
the show — in the every-note- 
has-a-move choreography, and 
in the jokes — like one singer’s 
revelation that he enjoyed the 
vaguely S/M way his father 
had of beating rhythms on his 
head. Also notable is the 
show’s superb production. 
The set is a star, too, with lots 
of clever tricks of its own. 

Best of all, though, is the 
way Forever Plaid wraps its 
campy, laugh-filled evening 
around songs, without mock¬ 
ing them. The show lets the 
song’s own particular heart 
and soul shine brightly. For 
that alone, Forever Plaid 
should run at least until we’ve 
all seen it twice. Fabulous 
music, spiffy performances, 
and lots of sassy choreogra¬ 
phy make for a swell time.

Written by Gilbert and di¬ 
rected by Near, this play is 
more than biography, more 
than a tribute, more than a 
history lesson.

Jones’ Gilbert cries for the 
massive amounts of money 
spent on jails to be used for 
education and makes simple, 
common-sense demands for 
decent wages, homes, and 
food for all. The members of 
the audience vociferously 
agree. 

The show is a little over¬ 
produced — Kent Dorsey’s set 
and David K.H. Elliot’s light¬ 
ing are beautiful but quite 
elaborate. Gilbert could just 
as easily do the show in a 
simpler space. Nevertheless, 
the scenic trappings do not 
detract from the show, and 
perhaps for those who need 


to see that they’re getting 
their money’s worth, the set¬ 
ting is an added boon. 

This show is Gilbert — 
Gilbert inhabiting a role so 
well that the barrier between 
actress and character is shat¬ 
tered. It is a shame that this 
play closes so soon, far better 
to see Mother Jones: The 
Most Dangerous Woman in 
America than to read about 
it. ▼

Esoteric 

Noir 

by Daniel Mangin 

T he Roxie Cinema 
once again exposes 
the underside of the 
American psyche with 
a two-week, 28-picture film 
noir series May 28-June 10. 

The theatre’s 1991 and 
1992 compilations were heavy 
on the classics — Double 
Indemnity, Touch of Evil, 
White Heat. This time out 
the selections are more eso¬ 
teric and run the gamut from 
taut mini-masterpieces such 
as Detour, Gun Crazy and 
The Killers to works — 
Shack Out on 101 and Jeop¬ 
ardy, for instance — that on 
some levels seem more akin 
to ’50s TV than to film noir. 

One of the best bills 
(screening June 5) pairs two 
1955 pictures, Robert 
Aldrich’s Kiss Me Deadly (a 
major influence on the 
French New Wave, not to 
mention two generations of 
film school students) and the 
lesser known Shack Out on 
101. Both productions reflect 
’50s fears of nuclear holo¬ 
caust, and each buys into the 
hysteria of the period while 
also spotlighting the concur¬ 
rent, pre-feminism battles be¬ 
tween the sexes. 

Kiss Me Deadly, pho¬ 
tographed by Ernest Lazio 
(the genre’s buffs are often as 
interested in a picture’s direc¬ 
tor of photography as its stars 
or director), is a Mike Ham¬ 
mer mystery that revolves 


around the murder of a 
young woman who has some¬ 
how come into possession of 
info about stolen radioactive 
material. 

Textbook Shot 

Kiss Me Deadly begins 
with a textbook noir shot: a 
ground-level camera looks up 
at the woman (Cloris Leach- 
man in her cinematic debut), 
lit only by the headlights of 
passing cars, frantically run¬ 
ning down a lonely road. 
Hammer (sexy Ralph Meek¬ 
er), driving a sporty convert¬ 
ible, picks her up. 

Christina has escaped from 
an asylum. After Hammer 
overhears the police describ¬ 
ing her situation at a road¬ 
block, he doesn’t betray her 


and they pass through with¬ 
out raising suspicion. 

Christina is totally depen¬ 
dent on Hammer for survival, 
so what does she do? She be¬ 
rates him, a person she’s just 
met, for all his flaws — and 
those of his gender to boot: 

“You’re one of those self- 
indulgent males who thinks 
about nothing but his clothes, 
his car, himself. Bet you do 
push-ups every morning to 
keep your belly hard. You’re 
the kind of person who never 
gives in a relationship. You 
only take. Ah, woman, the in¬ 
complete sex. And what does 
she need to complete her? 
Why man, of course. Wonder¬ 
ful man.” 

This is what made the 
French and others go ape 


over noir pictures. In addition 
to their aesthetic virtues — 
economy of visual style, ex¬ 
tended nonverbal sequences 
and often inventive audio 
(Aldrich’s use of sound in 
Kiss Me Deadly is particular¬ 
ly noteworthy) — the films 
combine fatalism about life 
and love with a pithy sense of 
the absurd. 

Ignoring common sense 
and the pleas of the authori¬ 
ties and of Velda, his faithful 
accomplice in near criminali¬ 
ty (the pair set up husbands 
in divorce cases), Hammer in¬ 
vestigates Christina’s death. A 
smart-aleck throwback to sim¬ 
pler times, he finds himself 
nearly overwhelmed by the 
complexities of the nuclear 
era. 


A Real Find 

With an even lower budget 
than Kiss Me Deadly and a 
lesser director (Edward Dein) 
at the helm, Shack Out on 
101, shot almost entirely on a 
diner set, has the feel of a 
shabby TV drama. Despite a 
famous d.p. (Floyd Crosby, 
whose credits include Tabu 
and High Noon), there isn’t a 
shred of visual invention in 
the whole movie. 

Most of it plays like a 
“they’re-lurking-everywhere” 
anti-Commie piece, but snap¬ 
py dialogue (credit the direc¬ 
tor, who co-wrote with his 
wife) and solid ensemble act¬ 
ing make it one of the “finds” 
of the Roxie’s fest. 

The plot is simple — and 
convoluted. Keenan Wynn 
owns a coastal diner. A near¬ 
by government lab attracts 
spies, counterspies, and 
counter-counterspies. They’re 
all his customers or suppliers. 
By film’s end, nobody trusts 
anybody, a perfect commen¬ 
tary on life during the Mc¬ 
Carthy years. 

Shack Out on 101 begins 
with a nasty knock-off — a 
continuation, really — of the 
famous beach scene in From 
Here to Eternity. A woman 
(Terry Moore) lies face up on 
the sand, corpse-like, sea 
foam washing up around her. 
A man (Lee Marvin, who we 
later find out is named 
“Slob”), approaching from a 
distance, leans over the body. 

He appears concerned, but 
quickly takes advantage of 
the woman’s vulnerability 
and proceeds to kiss her. She 
awakes and fights him off, 
first with her fists and then 


with some rocks. 

The Deborah Kerr/Burt 
Lancaster Eternity scene is 
remembered more for its ro¬ 
mantic elements, but as critic 
Brandon French points out, 
that sentimental moment 
quickly degenerates into a se¬ 
ries of brutal accusations. 
Shack dispenses with senti¬ 
ment altogether and heads 
straight for the estrangement. 

Greater dangers than mere 
heterosexual discord confront 
society, though. Commies, to 
be precise, and they’re 
everywhere, out to lure the 
simpleminded and even the 
educated into their nefarious 
lair. 

Unlike Kiss Me Deadly, 
Shack Out on 101 doesn’t 
bear too much analysis. It’s 
campy fun, obvious propagan¬ 
da and a great artifact. Mar-

vin and Wynn have a tres 
queer workout session — com¬ 
paring each other’s body 
parts and discussing 
wardrobe — that ends with 
them asking Moore to judge 
who’s got the best pair of 
legs. “In this establishment — 
I have,” she rules. 

Yet behind the silliness 
lies a nagging truth: America 
in the ’50s ran on precisely 
the simplistic world view that 
fuels Shack — fear all differ¬ 
ence, accept governmental re¬ 
quests for diminished rights 
because the authorities “know 
better.” 

As for women’s liberation, 
Moore is one step short of a 
major breakthrough. Like 
many noir women she’s just 
smart enough to be the hero¬ 
ine — and just dumb enough 
to go off with the hero. 


Rare Gay Characters 

Two rare gay characters — 
lovers, no less — surface in 
Joseph H. Lewis’ gritty The 
Big Combo, a 1955 film 
about a cop who fights all 
odds to get at the head of an 
underworld syndicate. The 
film, photographed by noir 
legend John Alton, screens 
June 10. 

Given Lewis’ penchant for 
linking sex and violence 
(which also surfaces in Gun 
Crazy, screening May 29), we 
probably should be glad that 
although he was able to sneak 
these two vicious fellows past 
the Hollywood Code censors, 
he couldn’t really flesh out 
any connection between their 
orientation and their ruthless¬ 
ness. ▼

Club Foot Orchestra at the Castro 

Art or Bust

A s the lights dim at 
our historic Castro 
Theater this week¬ 
end, the old scratchy- 
black images of ’20s movies 
will limn the screen as the 
Club Foot Orchestra presents 
its entire retrospective of mu¬ 
sical compositions for silent 
films. Club Foot gained fame 
“doing” European cult faves 
Metropolis and The Cabinet 
of Dr. Caligari, adding classi¬ 
cal new music to help us 
Weill away hours. 

In ’20s Europe, however, 
spunky American jazz was re¬ 
vitalizing tired art song and 
music hall traditions. Co¬ 
founder Richard Marriot ex¬ 
presses Club Foot’s delight in 
“growing” the score for 
Buster Keaton’s 1924 Sher¬ 
lock Jr. from the germ of 
American music. “In turn-of- 
the-century New Orleans they 
combined Sousa brass band 
with blues, bluegrass, and 
Latin sounds. The past 90 
years have only refined that 
synthesis.” 

Jazz Detective 

Their newest score for 
Keaton’s Sherlock Jr. is pure 
old-time jazz — and hot stuff— 
perfectly timed to the narra¬ 
tive. An Ellingtonian Latin in¬ 
tro plays over the titles, 
breaking into an “oom-pah” 
beat to present the sad-faced 
hero who dreams of being a 
detective while working a 
broom at the local cinema. 
When he finds a dollar to buy 
a box of candy for his true 
love, the score quotes the 
song “We’re In the Money” 
for a few measures (whistled 
by the orchestra!) before the 
lovers’ tryst is interrupted by 
the town gigolo with a 
marimba rendering of tango 
rhythms. 

Sherlock Jr. is the master- 
work where Keaton falls 
asleep at a movie projector 
and his dream self dissociates 
from his sleeping body, climb¬ 
ing over the orchestra to en¬ 
ter the screen and save his 
girl. It’s the opposite of the 
metaphor employed by 
Woody Allen in the Purple 
Rose of Cairo. For us in the 
real audience, the double-take 
fun has just begun. 

Watch and listen for slap¬ 
stick jazz to an out-of-control 
train; fine Hawaiian guitar 
riffs from “Little Grass 
Shack;” fiddle improvisations 
by Catharine Clune for the 


nefarious butler; and a drunk¬ 
en raggy waltz to what may 
be film’s funniest chase scene. 

Looking at the members of 
this young orchestra, conduct¬ 
ed by Deirdre McClure, you 
might imagine them all to be 
avant garde heroes: they 
dress in eclectic black — cock¬ 
tail gowns or pork-pie hats 
above soup-catcher beardlets 
— and they switch instruments 
faster than drag queens 
change outfits. But if you 
could see them swarming 
over their publicist to get 
their own copies of group 
publicity stills (“I need two, 
one’s for my mom!”), you’d 
recognize them as big kids, or 
full-fledged music nerds with 
the single-minded absorption 
needed to succeed in an un¬ 
likely field. 

Wrinkle Removers 

Orchestra members share 
a concerted interest in explor¬ 
ing all the types of music hid¬ 
den in the wrinkles of the 
20th Century, especially 
where popular and chamber 
modes come together. Fritz 
Lang’s 1926 Metropolis re¬ 
ceives a score that sounds like 
Stravinsky, Ives, and De¬ 
bussy, more fitting than the 
colorized 1984 rock version. 
Proving the group’s San 
Francisco egalitarian ways, 
Metropolis has sections com¬ 
posed by members Beth 
Custer, Steve Kirk, Sheldon 
Brown, Nik Phelps, Chris 
Grady, and Miles Boisen 
(playing his two-necked mon¬ 
ster guitar) as well as by 
Richard Marriot. Their Cabi¬ 
net of Dr. Caligari (featuring 
homosexual actor Conrad 
Veidt, the original Prince of 
Pallor, as the somnambulist) 
matches the post-romantic pe¬ 
riod with a postmodern ap¬ 
proach to music consonant 
with its Bauhaus visuals. 

And on Nosferatu, a vam¬ 
pire story starring Max 
Schreck, the orchestra wel¬ 
comes guest stars Laurie 
Amat (replacing lyrical sec¬ 
tions of the score with her 
amazing vocalizations) and 
cellist Matt Brubeck (yes, 
Dave’s son). This is the epito¬ 
me of hip. 

A final note for those not 
yet convinced they will miss 
good times if they avoid the 
Castro retrospective. Each 
feature film comes with a car¬ 
toon or short: Entr’acte, sur¬ 
realism starring real French 
surrealists to Eric Satie’s mu¬ 
sic; world premiere scores for

J ohn Frohnmayer’s 
apologia for his ill-fated 
term as the chairman of 
the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts is a 
another depressing chapter in 
the annals of political morali¬ 
ty. Appointed by the kinder, 
gentler George Bush to head 
an agency already reeling 
from the Andres 
Serrano/Robert Mapplethorpe 
controversies, Frohnmayer ac¬ 
cepted a position that was de¬ 
voted to the arts in name 
only. What Frohnmayer soon 
discovered was that his job 
was not only to promote the 
mission of the NEA but also 
to protect George Bush from 
his neolithic constituency on 
the Republican right. 

Frohnmayer’s folly was to 
imagine that he could do 
both. While hardly an ardent 
Republican (“I simply couldn’t 
bring myself to vote for a 
ticket that included Dan 
Quayle”), Frohnmayer was 
obviously a committed sup¬ 
porter of the arts as well as a 
true believer in the First 
Amendment. But as he soon 
ruefully discovered, the Bush 
administration was “commit¬ 
ted tQ almost nothing other 
than continuing to occupy the 
real estate at 1600 Pennsylva¬ 
nia Avenue.” 

The most depressing as¬ 
pect of this memoir, however, 
is not the apathy of the ad¬ 
ministration, but the hate 
tactics of Jesse Helms 86 Co. 
The theocratic agenda of the 
Christian right extended far 
beyond disemboweling the 
NEA and eviscerating the 
First Amendment, into dark¬ 
er and more turbid passions. 
Frohnmayer recalls an early 
meeting with the Acorns, a 
club of conservative congress¬ 
men. Frohnmayer dutifully 
assured these men that he 
also opposed obscenity, but as 
he left them “I felt the need 
for a shower .... The enthusi¬ 
asm with which this group 
pursued homosexuals and es¬ 
poused moral purity hinted at 
an exorcism of personal 
demons.” 

Equally depressing was 
the fact that there seemed to 
be no countervailing force to 


Christian cretins like Donald 
Wildmon and Lou Sheldon 
despised him because he 
wasn’t repressive enough. 
Feminist and queer artists de¬ 
spised him because he was 
too repressive. (Of his botched 
handling of the Artists Space 
controversy, Frohnmayer ad¬ 
mits, “I couldn’t have handled 
it worse with a rehearsed 
script.”) 

Nevertheless, Frohnmayer 
emerges from his account 
with his integrity intact — his 
political naivete punished but 
his commitment to artistic 
freedom radicalized. Leaving 
Town Alive is a liberal’s sur¬ 
vival story, a testament to the 
nobility and futility of the 
best American ideals. ▼ 


Bo Huston 

June 10,1959 — May 24,1993 


Born Paul Richard Huston 
on June 10, 1959, in Chagrin 
Falls, Ohio, Bo Huston died 
Monday, May 24, 1993, in the 
company of his loved ones. 
He is survived by his partner, 
Dan Carmell; his parents, 
James and Lucille Huston of 
Newport, Rhode Island; his 
brothers, Daniel and Joseph 
Huston; his much-loved sister, 
Meg Huston; and many 
friends in San Francisco, 
New York, Los Angeles, and 
elsewhere. 

Bo Huston attended Hamp¬ 
shire College in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and spent the bet¬ 
ter part of the 1980s exploring 
the New York scene. He 
marched in the first March on 
Washington in 1979 and took 
great joy in the outlaw as¬ 
pects of gay culture. 

He moved to San Francis¬ 
co as he began to find renew¬ 
al in his life. His diagnosis 
with HIV disease in early 
1988 stimulated him to work 
and love and fight AIDS at a 
ferocious pace. He tried sever¬ 
al experimental AIDS treat¬ 
ments as well as conventional 
therapies. With great skill, he 
explored the phenomenon of 
AIDS in his writing and 
fought its effects in his spiri¬ 
tual life, achieving great 
serenity and acceptance, 
which aided him (and those 
near him) in his final illness. 

He wrote articles and re¬ 
views for the B.A.R. and the 
Sentinel and was a regular 
columnist for the Bay Times, 
as well as a contributor to 
Outweek, the Advocate, 
Mother Jones, and other peri¬ 
odicals and anthologies. He 
wrote five novels (including 
the recent The Dream Life), 
a play, and many short sto¬ 
ries, plus he exhibited photo¬ 
graphic pieces at several gal¬ 
leries. His last work, The Lis¬ 
tener, a novella, will be pub¬ 
lished by St. Martin’s this fall, 
as will an anthology to which 
he contributed an essay ex-

ploring his relationship to 
AIDS. 

Bo will be remembered 
with love and tender affection 
by all those he touched, most 
especially his friends in recov¬ 
ery. We will all hold dear to 
us memories and grace notes 
from our years with him. 

Memorial services will be 
held at the First Unitarian 
Church, 1187 Franklin Street, 
San Francisco, on Sunday, 
May 30, at 3 p.m. In lieu of 
flowers, donations may be 
made to the Bo Huston Fund 
for Writers.

ways have sex with the sup¬ 
posed criminals. On top of 
that, Budd, who is a little 
more comfortable with his 
orientation, videotapes the en¬ 
counters and carries on a flir¬ 
tation with his new neighbor, 
who, not so coincidentally, 
was also his first on-the-job 
trick. 

All of this is much less of¬ 
fensive than it could be large¬ 
ly because director Jerry Dou¬ 
glas films it all with a know¬ 
ing wink and a nudge. We 
know they know they’re real¬ 
ly not going to arrest anyone, 
and the whole thing becomes 
a porno spoof on the inanity 
of police entrapment — and on 
the risks and thrills of gay sex 
in public places. 

By the end the two cops 
have gone undercover as 
“high-class call boys” and are 
forced by the doubting leader 
of a prostitution ring to have 
sex with each other in the 
back of a limo. This Charlie’s 
Angels takeoff allows Garret 
and Brawn, one blond, one 
dark, both young and 
adorable, to do each other in 
the line of duty. It’s an excep¬ 
tionally erotic scene that leads 
to the required orgy finale 
with men losing their tuxedos 
left and right. 

With the exception of 
Brawn, no one in Kiss-Off is 
likely to be offered non-porn 
acting parts, but Douglas 
makes the most of his cast’s 
skills. Garret, sporting a 
USMC tattoo, is mostly stone¬ 
faced and pensive, but his oc¬ 
casional self-conscious smile 
is used to great advantage. It

lets us in on his supposed se¬ 
cret: he’s gay, he’s enjoying 
the sex, and he’s not going to 
let his partner get away with 
his corrupt “pervo patrol” for 
very long. Working with 
Webb is a coming-out experi¬ 
ence for Budd, and by the 
end, he’s politicized enough to 
take on the police establish¬ 
ment. 

Don’t get me wrong. Kiss- 
Off is mainly about hardcore 
sex. But its relatively com¬ 
plex narrative, sense of hu¬ 
mor, interesting visuals, and 


political sensibility make it 
more than just the inspiration 
for a forgettable wank. The 
filmmakers’ good intentions 
are summed up in a closing 
credit that dedicates the film 
to “The one good gay cop 
who must remain, in this im¬ 
perfect world, anonymous.”

P ornography is, of 
course, a completely 
subjective experi¬ 
ence. But if you ask 
me, there aren’t a lot of actors 
who look their best shot from 
below, in the nude, while 
squatting over and straddling 
the steel fingers of a forklift.

Ray Butler, who shaved for 
the occasion, finds himself in 
near the beginning of the lat¬ 
est Falcon release, Shadows 
in the Night. 

Butler’s character drives 
forlornly through the Castro, 
looking, as we learn in voice¬ 
over, for some mystery man 
who can give him exactly 
what he wants. What he 
wants, apparently, is a tall 
dark handsome man all done 
up in leather and chains wear¬ 
ing mirrored sunglasses who 
can operate a forklift. 

He finds Kris Lord in a 
nondescript warehouse, and 
the two of them go at it in 
typical porno fashion. A little 
oral sex, a little anal sex, and 
a little hand up the butt. After 
this, Butler leaves the scene 
for a while, and Shadows in 
the Night moves to several 
other condomed couples with 
no obvious connection to But¬ 
ler’s original fantasy. 

When Butler returns to the 
action, he participates in a 
nasty little dominance/submis¬ 
sion game on a barber’s chair 
with the thoroughly unappeal¬ 
ing Grant King. King delivers 
the dirty talk (“Lick those tits, 
boy”) in an ever-changing ac¬ 
cent while Butler does his 
best to make the chair seem 
like a good idea for novel sex¬ 
ual positioning. It isn’t. 

The best scene is that 
porno staple: the orgy finale. 
Like an act from an amateur 
Cirque de Soleil, the boys, in¬ 
cluding the handsome Pre¬ 
ston Ward, make the most of 
a tall aluminum ladder and 
what looks like the cropped 
green carpet from a miniature 
golf course. 


utes of macho posturing, dirty 
talk, and extreme close-up 
sex, you won’t be disappoint¬ 
ed, however. 

Surprising Success 

Kiss-Off, on the other 
hand, makes a strong attempt 
to meld narrative and hard¬ 
core sex, and to a surprising 
degree — considering the 
amount of dialogue its non-ac¬ 
tors are required to speak — it 
succeeds. 

Kiss-Off tells the story of 
Joseph W. Budd (Axel Gar¬ 
ret), a rookie cop who works 
undercover in bathrooms, 
bookstores, cinemas, and 
parks.

From Chaos, Light 

Muses From Chaos and Ash 

by Andrea R. Vaucher; Grove Press, $22.50

N o one who has been 
awake these past 
ten years needs to 
be told that AIDS 
has taken an incredible toll, 
depriving us of more and 
more of our vibrant, creative 
spirits. Muses From Chaos 
and Ash is a compilation by 
Andrea Vaucher of interviews 
with artists who are living, or 
have lived, with HIV, dis¬ 


cussing the impact of the 
virus on their work. What is 
most compelling about this 
work is the candor with 
which these artists speak of 
the most intimate subjects 
possible: their mortality and 
their life’s work. 

Vaucher makes clear that 
her book is not about death 
and loss, but about “creativity 
born through crisis.” The 
artists who lend their voices 
to her project, whether 



painters, playwrights, 
dancers, designers or poets, 
all have remained true to 
their visions. 


Art of Understanding 

In a way, their art will be 
the truest record of our time. 
As Patrick Moore, co-founder 
of the Estate Project for 
Artists with AIDS, puts it, 
“The emotions and impact of 
what we’re going through 
right now are too large to un¬ 
derstand in an intellectual 
form. There has to be a rawer 
expression of it, and art is a 
way that all of the feelings 
and memories of this time 
can be distilled into one com¬ 
position.” 

Vaucher writes that “the 
discernable shift in emphasis 
from form to content in art 
today may be attributed to 
the force with which the 
AIDS crisis, like the Black 


Death before it, has shaken 
the collective psyche down to 
its creative bones.” With Mus¬ 
es, she has created a forum 
in which the keepers of the 
flames, the artists on the front 
lines, speak for themselves. 


The book is arranged the¬ 
matically, with sections on 
anger, sex, activism, and spir¬ 
ituality. David Wojnarowicz 
says, “Suddenly I didn’t have 
the luxury of time. It made 
the world a little more mar¬ 
velous than it ever was be¬ 
fore.” The painter Robert 
Farber says, “I’ve never been 
frightened of my situation 
when I’m working. When I’m 
working, I feel safe.”

Doing Something 

We get Larry Kramer on 


the merits of activism versus 
writing: “Activism is very se¬ 
ductive. It’s a way of feeling 
that you’re doing something 
positive to save your life.” 
And yet to Kramer writing 
his novel answers another 
need, bearing testimony of 
the nightmare he has de¬ 
scribed since Year One. 

Marlon Riggs speaks about 
downplaying AIDS in his film 
Tongues Untied, in reaction 
to how homosexuality has be¬ 
come inextricably linked with

the epidemic in public dis¬ 
course. Conversely, Paul 
Monette maintains, “Not men¬ 
tioning AIDS would be like 
trying to write a novel that 
takes place in the mid-forties 
and not mentioning the war.” 

By structuring the book so 
that her diverse cast speaks to 
certain key issues in a sort of 
Greek chorus, Vaucher pre¬ 
sents a powerful collective in¬ 
sight into this central tragedy 
of our time. The format of the 
book is not without its draw¬ 
backs, however. Vaucher of¬ 


ten sets herself up with unan¬ 
swerably large questions, 
such as, “What impact will 
these legacies have on the fu¬ 
ture of the 20th Century?” At 
times her prologues to each 
chapter begin to seem like es¬ 
say questions. No matter. 
Muses From Chaos and Ash 
is an invaluable document. I 
was able to read it only in 
small portions at a time, be¬ 
cause of its measure of pain 
and honesty. But it added im¬ 
measurably to my take on 
contemporary art and litera¬ 
ture that matters. ▼
